And,yeres permitting, Heravles did with Euriſleus dwell, 
This King, by ſpitefull /azes meanes,did ſer him taske on raske, 
But Hercales performed more then both of them could aske. 


Yea,, 
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Yeayeta Lad, for Activenes the world did lack his like, 

To Wreſtle,Ride,Run,Caſt,orShootegco Swimyto Shifr,or Strike, 
As witnes(bis invention firſt )thoſe ſolemne aRiue Plaies, 

That were on Mount Olympus tride, where he had prick and praiſe. 
For which his Nouell,and himlelte (in thoſe not having Peeres) 
The Grecian by the Ol:mpides kept reckning of their yeeres, 


Ing 4:/«s daughters in the les of Heſpers did holde 

A many Sheepe : and Poets fainetheir fleeces were of Golde : 
(For rarenes then of Shcepe and Wooll in figures ſo they faine) 
Eurittews pricks his Puple on this novile Prize to gaine. 

The Greekes applie their ſweating Oares, and ſailing doe perſiſt, 
Vntill they reach the wiſhed ſhoare : where, ready to reſt. 

Their entrance to the cloſed Ifles, an armed Giant Riayde, 

Whoſe grim aſpe&ts at firſt approch made Hercales afraid. 

Now bucklethey and boyſterous bloes they giue andrake among : 
A cruell fight : But Herc»les had viRtorie ere long. 

The Giant flaine,Philoftes rooke the vanquiſher in hand: 

An harder taske had Hercalesthen pauſing now to ſtand, 

Moſt dreadful was their doubtful fight,borh lay about them round, 
Philoftes held the harder fight by keeping higher ground. 

The Sonne of /ove perceiving well that proweſle not auailed, 

Did faine to faint : the other thoughtrhat he in deed had quaild, 
Andleftthe aduantage of his ground,and fiercely ſmites his Foc: 
But Hercules, whole policic was to contriue it ſo, 

Renewing fight moſt cagerly,ſo (trikes and ſtrikes againe, 

Thar to endure the doubled force his valiant Foe had paine. 

Who yeelding to his Victors will, did finde in him ſuch grace, 

As Hercules bY thenceforth vſc his friend(hip in each place. 
Heſperides,the goodly Nimphs,their Keepers chaunce lament: C 


But Herenles did comtort them,and curetheir diſcontent, 
Aud (hippingthen of Rammes & Ewes a parcell thence he went. 
In 
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JN coaſting back by new-builr Troy,he ſaw a monefull ſort 
Ofpeople,cluſtering round about their yer voconquered Port, 

He muſing much,and ſtriking Saile,didboldly aske wherefore 
They made ſuch dole: Laoamean,then ſtanding on the Shoare, 
Did tell the cauſe : the cauſe was thus Leomedos ere than 

To reare the ſtately wals of Troy(acoſtly worke) began 

And wanting pay to finith vp the worke he had begunne, 

Ot Neptuncs and of Phabus Prieſts (the Gods of Sea and Sunne) 
Heborrowed money,promifing repaimentofrhe ſame 

By certainecime which thereunto he didexpreſly name: 

The walls are built, the time is come,the Prieſts their money craue, 
Laomedon forlweares the debt,and naughtic language gaue : 
Forthwith the Sea(the Diucll then did many wonders thowe) 
Began to ſwell, and much of Troy with violence oucrflowe, 

And thereupon the ſwealtic Sunne(the waſtfull Sea reticrd) 

So vehemently did ſhine vpon the Oolieplaſhes myerd, 

That thereof norfome vapours roſe,and of thoſe vapours ſpread 
Such plagues, as ſcarce the living might giue buriall co the dead, 
Repenrant then, their wretched king,to diuell-god —_ goes, 
Whcre,at the Oracle,he knew his wrongs to caule ſuch woes : 
Andhow the Gods of Sun and Seas, offended, do require 

Each montha Virgin,to appeale a Seaiſh Monſters ire. 
Wherefore to ſauce their common weale,the Troyans did agree, 
One Virgin;as her Lot did light,wauld pay that monthly tce. 
Now after many murdred Maids(for monthly,at one day, 

The fearctull M:nſter at the Port expeQts his wonted pray) 
Thelot fell to He/inronerhe daughter of the King, 

Whom to the Port to bedeuourd with teares the Troians bring, 

When Herca/es thus vnderſtood the hard occaſion why 

The guiliies Lady ſhould have died, he purpoling to trie 
His valiantneſle, (for what was it that Hercules would flie ?) 
Did askthe King what gift ſhou!d grow to him that ſhold both free 
His 
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His Daughter and his kingdome of that bloody monthly fee. 
The king(whom now a doubted hope of prafered helpe made glad) 
Made promiſe of two milk-white Stcedes, as chiefelt gemmes he 
Braue Herewles,whole ventrous heart did only hunt for tame, (had. 
Accepts the afſumpſir,and prepares the feend-like fiſh to rame. 
Anonethe dreadfull Diuell driues the Seca betore his breſt, 
And ſpitting mighty waues abroad,diſgorgde fr6 monſtrous cheſt, 
Lifts vp his vgly head aboue the troubled waues ro catch 
The trembling Lady, for which - his yawningiiawes did watch. 
But he,whoſeſtrengrth exceeded\ſenfe, with yron Club in fiſt, 
Did bootlefſe long with brufing waight the boiſtrous V Vhale reſiſt 
The greater ſtrokes,the fiercer was the monſters awleſſe fight : 
So that the Greekes and Troyes all miſdoubr their dreadleſſe knight. 
Still Hercales did lay on load, and held the fight ſolong, 
Thar inthe end the Searerirde,and left the fiſh among 
The baredſands :andſo for want of water,nor of ſtrength, 
Good fortune honours Hercules with victorie atlength. 
Now when the _— his Troyans,and the Grecians had behild 
The ſubſtance of the vgly ſhape, euen dreadfull being kild, 
They bring the champis to the towne with triumphs, gifts,& praiſe 
And hob he beloued in Trey, whilſt that in Troy he ſtayes ? 
Alone the King (a man no doubt predeſtinatero ill) 
Obſeruing how his ſubies bore to Hereales good will, 
Andfearing leaſt theirloue to him might turne himſelfe to hate, 
And ſeeing now himſelfe and land in proſperous eſtate, 
Vnfriendly did exclude his friend from out his City ſtrong, 
VVhileſt with his Greekes he hiits abroad, miſtruſtles of ſuch wrog : 
And when the Champion and his men did from their ſport returne, 
Not onely did gain-ſayin Troy that longer they ſoiourne, 
Bur alſo (impudent in guiles) withheld the Corſers twaine, 
V Vhich Hercules ſo dearely wonneyin hazard to beflayne.

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In lieu of well deſerued love, was cholericke in deed: 

And made a vow(iflife gaue leaue)he would ſuch vengeance rake

That they were happie whom the plague and Monſter made away: 
Andthreatning ſothe trothleſle King did leaue the hated Porr,

'] Hence brought he war and wraek to Troy, & in his armie Kings: 
And by the way Larneſſue walles vnto the ground he flingy, 
And ſertteth Tenedos on fire, whoſe fearcfull flames eſpide, 

Gaue Summons vnto carcleſle Troy for worſer to prouide. 

Before the Greekes had reached Troy,the Troyans by the way 

Did bid them battaile : many men on either part decay. 

The ſounding armours crack with blowes,whileſt piercing arrows 
This lyech dead,thart ſame is maimide,and more at point to die:(flie, 
Heads,armes,and armour flie about,and bodies ſwimme in blood, 
And freſh ſupplies did fal with chem on whomthey fighting ſtood.

Ofchurliſh King Laowedon, and ſo anarmie gaines, 

At Troy the Greekiſh Peeres and he did land their armed men :. 
VVhome to reſiſt Laomedon did range his bartels then. 

The Troyens they beſtirde them well, the Grecians ſtood nor ſtill 
Laomedon fights valiantly,and many a Greeke did kill : 
Till Hercsles(diſgeſting ill toſee his Foe purſue 
Such good ſucceſſc)encounters him,whom eaſily he (lue, 

And hauinglaine thetraiterons, King he ceaſceth_ not rodie 

His Thebian» Clubin Phrigian bloud,till all began to flie. 

But with the Trojans, Telamon,and Hereales both twaine, 

And by their valour all the Greekes the gates and Citie gaine; 
And kill, who ſo of Tropthey caughr,and raſed|to the ground 
The Ciric whileſt that houſe by houſe,or ſtone on ſtone they ford. 
When ventrous Telamon,for that heentred firſt the gate, 

For Prize had faire He/ione, of Troy the lateſt fate : » 
For Priamws to quit her Rape, long after ſent his Sonne 

To rauiſh Hellex from the Greekes: Sothirdly warre begonne : 
Heſione thecauſeto Troy, and Hellen to the Greekes, 

And all did worke that Troyes Brute the Albian Climate ſeckes..

And Hercules for new affaires, did landin Ae-

When Afer(he chiefe-Captaine was of that ſame Fleete) did ſpic

Bur iſſuing our his Cirie gates he found the Foe ſo hor,

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For Herecwles did canuaſe (o his carkas, that at _ 
He did retire himſelfe and men,as truſtleſle of his ftrengrh. 
His Libians (laine, and he not ſound, Antew Truce did craue : 
For graunt whereotvnto hisFoes me anetime he victuals gave: 
And whileſt the Month of Trucedid laſt, the Giant bruſed fore, 
Did healc his wounds,and to his part ſollicits Aiders more. 
Meane while the Greeke to Maurita/n did palle, vnknowne of all, 
And there in King Ante: aide he found ſupplics not ſmall : 
And for he looked ſouldier-like,they broughthim to the king, 
V'Vho offered pay : not ſo(quoth he) I meane another thing, 
Diſcharge thele bands,or elle will Ldilchage thee of thy breath, 
Thar all alone to thee and thiag oppoſe me tothe death. 

VVhen 4:4 kngw/him H, thatconqueredotf lare

And whileſt(notdaring to looke downe) by heaps on him they flie, 
Some ſtumbling,on the bodies dead are (moldred ſo and die : 
Someſliding in their {lippery bloud, wherwiththe place did ſwim, 
V Vere ſtrangled o,lſome others, whilelt diſorderedly at him 
They freat and foyne, are crouded on by thoſe that hindmoſt be, 
And with their weapons ſpoyle theſelues & fellowes two orthree, 
Someothers with the wounding points of broken weapons die, 
And others daring with their foe their bootleſle forceto trie, 
Wereina momentllaine by him : andthus in little ſpace, 
VVirhout reſiſtance Heresles had Lordſhip of the place :

His vpper parts had humaine forme, his nether Serpentine, (fine 
The whole was monſtrous, yethis wit more motſtrous, but moſt 
(For witis monſtrous when che ſame from vertue doth decline ) 
Such were his ſubtillarguments, and ſtil ſupplies therein, 
That he by often loſſe ot heads was fained heads to winne : 
And wittiechus to others wrong confounded all he found, 
Propounding queſtions, and a word vnanſwered was a wound. 
The Scourge of Tyrants hearing this, Cid promiſe death or ayde, 
Whilſt fearefull Dei2nira did the contrarie perſwade.

Hen the reuengeful flames of Troy/proper 
4 lycalled /rox, then the principall Citic of 
al all Aſia) had perfected the morethan TI en 
yeares Siege of the Grecrans expugning of 
| the ſame,thenesArec(howlocuer by lome 
St authorities noted of difloyaltie towardes 
Priam, inthis not vnworthily ſurnamed 
vertuous ) burthening his armed ſhoulders with his feeble 
andimoſt aged Father Anch!ſes, that laboured alſo vnder his 
loade of the T ro14n Gods and ſacredReliques, «A nc ( as 
lay wich ſuch his burthen,leading by che hand his Sonne 4/+ 
canis of the age of twelue yeares, tollowed not onely of the 
beautifull Crexſa his wife, the Daughter of King Prem, but 
alſo of a many Tro/ans participating that common calamitie 
brake through the waſttull lames,mavgerthe wrathtull tycs, 
into the fields of Phrigia. Theare the aireempticdof down- 
burnt Turrers,andfilled with ſmoake of fired buildings, atlu- 
red fromtheir hearts moreteares to their cies, than the bene- 
fir of their preſent eſcapecould promiſe them comfort. Troy 
thereforenot to beereſcued, or Creuſa ( inthis buſineſle loſt 
and periſhing) to be recouered Aneu and his Followersims- 
backing themſclues in Simoi,afterlong and wearic Sea-faring 
rs in apartof Thrace called Creſ/a, bounding on Atyg- 
donia. Heere Crag gurpoling an cod of his tedious Say- 
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lings, and not meapely furniſhed of Treaſure conuayed from 
Troy, laied Foundation of aCitie ( after the Founder) called 
Enca. This Citic going forwardleſlc etteCtually than was 
expected, /f meds, + aw a the Gods to bee yet oppolite to 
the T10:4%5, knocking down a milkwhite Bull, pitchedan Al. 
tar to doe Sacrifice, Neere at hand were gtowing ciuers 
ſhrubbederees, the boughes whereot ( tor the greater reve- 
rence and exornation ot the preſent ſolemnity) hee cutting 
and{lining downe,perceived blood in great abundanceiſſuing 
from out the broken branches , whereat long admiring,and 
with great terrour and deuotion interCefling the Gods to re- 
ueale che meaning of that miraculous accident, atthe length 
he heard a pirifull and feeble voice (tor diucilly in thole daics 
did the Diuels anſwere and give Oracles)thus anſwering. 
Reaſon wereit/«A neas) that the Graues of the dead ſhould 
priviledge their bodics from the tyrannic of the living : bue 
by fo much the lefſe doe I eſteeme my preiudice, by how 
much the more I know thee vnwittingly inivrious. Thou 
tearelt, .fneas, in theſe branches, thou teareſt che bodie of 
thy vntortunate Brother-in law Polydor, Sonne to the like- 
ſtarred Priamus. Troy as yet was onely threatned, nor beſie- 
ged, when-my Father (as thou knoweſt) deliucred mee with 
a world of Treaſure to Polymneftor the barbarous King of 
this Countrie, hcredangerlefle (as he pretended) to abide, 
a5 the Conferuer and reſtauration of his Houſe and Empire 
whatſocuer ſhould beride of him, his other iflue , or the 
Warres then beginning : but the Greekes preuailing, Ava- 
rice,and the declining State of Phrigia, imboldned my Gar- 
dian /feareleſſe of Reuergers)to the murthering of merwhich 
he traytrouſly accompliſhing on this Shore, ſecretly raked me 
vp in theſe Sandes, without honour of better Sepulcher: 
and of my bodie ( lo hath ir plealed the Gods, and Nature) 
are ſprong theſe branches , in tearing of whichthou rormen- 


teſt mee, Howbcit, in reſpect of my deſire to profitthee by 
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forerelling of thy Deſtinie , I account mee happily harmed; 
For know («/£ neas) thatin vaine thou doeſt build where the 
Gods denie thine abode:leaue therfore theſe defamed Coaſts, 
and proſperoufly plant the remaine of Troy andthy Poſteritic 
in the fertill /za//en Clime. 

The voice thus ceaſedto fpeake, ande/£xras without fus- 
ther touch of the forbiden Shrubs , continuing his feare fink 
ſhed the Sacrifice, and after the Phrygran faſhion folemaly 
held an Obit to the Ghoſt of his murthered Kinſman. 

T hen, by this admonifhment, hee and his Tro/ans leauing 
thenew reared Citie, diſanker from Thrace in queſt of the be- 
highted /telie. Butnoſooner hadthey purto Sea , then 
that the windes and the waves (ollicited (a Pocticall fiQtion) 
by the wife of /uprter , ſo toſſed and turmoyled the diſparkled 
Nauie, thatthe horrour of the circumſtances , continually 
threatning their liues , left onely hoped-for death as the re- 
maineof all comfort, Ar length, theſe inſtruments of their 
long wandrings, andthe cauſes of _Anchiſes and of manie 
noble Perſonages there periſhing , counterpleaded (as is (a+ 
bled )by YVenws , tolled their diſtackled Fleere ro the Shore of 
Litys. Neereto the place of their arriuall ſtood the beauti- 

| Citic of Carthage, which Eliſa (whom the Phenicians for 
her magnanimious dying , did afterwardes name Dd») had 
newly builded: £nexs by ſatkecondutt receiued from her re- 
payring thither , found ſuch royall entertainement , thatin 
reſpe& of thepreſent ſolace hee had forgotten all paſſed ſor- 
rowes,and his heart-ſpent Trorans found bountifull ſupplics 
to all their late-endured ſcarcities. 

ln the meane while Eres ( for Perſonage the Touilift, for 
wel-ſpoken the Mercnriliſt, andnoleſle fortunate vnder /e- 
»ws her conſtellation,) with his comelineſle ſo intifed the cics, 
with his ſpeeches ſoinchanted the cares, and with his vertues 
ſo cnflamed theheart of the amorous Carthagenian Queene 
that hasdly modeſtie diſſented that her topgue affirmed no' 
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the loue which her cies outwardly blabbed, and her heart in- 
wardly nouriſhed: In the end, notable longer to containe 
ſuch extraordinarie Paſſhons,in this order fhe vented the ſame 
to the Anna her Siſter. 

My truſty Siſter , quoth ſhe, ( then lghing out a pauſe) 
how manie great Princes, fincethe deceaſe of my late hus- 
band Sichexs,and our departure from Tyres, have in vaine1a- 
boured a marriage with mee, hath beenevnto thee no leſle ap- 
_ than of me hitherto vnapprooued: bur now ( haled on 

know notby what deftinie ) our new-come Gueſt «£xeas 
the Trotan( whole matchlefle perfonage and Knightly pro- 
weſle I partially commend not, all confirming of him no 
leſſe than I can affirme) the fame, euenthe ſame, hath ſup- 
planted my chaſt determinations of continuall widowhocd 
with an amorous deſireot a ſecond marriage : howbeit, to 
determine without him, as I muſt, were tobeedecciued of 
him, as I may : What counſell ? My lelte (na) ah my ſelfe 
to motion loue were immodeſtie, and ro be (Hent leſle tolera- 
ble than death. I would / a violent, no voluntarie wiſh) thac 
El:ſaknew her ſelfe beloucd of «E£xeas, A neaxs not knowing 
himſelfe ſoloued of Eliſa. 

Her Siſter, with a cheeretull countenancepromiſingcom- 
forr,performed the ſamein this anſwer, Dum ſignes ( quoth 
ſhe) haue their ſpeeches : not any that obſcrueth yourlookes, 
bur cafily aimech at your loue : greater is the woonder of 
your ſtrickr chaſtitie, than it would bee a nouell toſee you a 
Bigama: T hatprivately peeuiſh andcurious, This publique» 
ly wiſhed and commodious. Or cuer Carthage bee pertefted 
in the aire, Eliſa may purrifice in the earth : Vſhat Menu- 
ment then leaueſt thou to thy Tyriazs , ſcarce warme in 
Affricke, than a Cities imperte& foundation ? Which be- 
ing alreadie an eye-fore che wilde and warlike Libiawns, Bare 
ches, Getulians , andthe reft of the icans , (hallthen bee 
viterly extin&, with the veric name of the Founders : bur ir 
| L 3, matching: 
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matching with ſo great and valiant a Prince as /£ nes, thou 


ſhalt not onely live with whome thou doeſt loue,and by con- 
ſorting thy Tyrians with bis Treiens ſtrongly diſappoint 
theenuic of thoſe Nations , but { for Naturc hath nor giucn 
thee ſuch beautic todie barren) beinga Wite, become ( no 
doubt) a Mother, and by legitimate propagation ſo glad thy 
Subic&s, feareleſle of Cuill diflentions. Who can then dif 
like that E/z/a ſhould loue? Burie, Siſter, the thoughts of 
Sichews With his dead bones , and proſperoully proſecute and 
prevaileia thy ſweere paſſions of /Erecas: Plic him with all 
proviſions and Amorous entertainements : onely for, his 
Shippe-workes faine delatoric wants , and by VVinter bee 
paſt, hee, partly comming, will (teare not) be perfeGtly re- 
claymed. 

This counſell of Anna, though it heaped as it were Athes 
on ta, yet was it prailed and praQtiſed of Eliſa: for Coun- 
fell, foorhing the humour of the counſelled, howſocuecr vn- 
profitable, is accounted plauſible. Hencetorward the Queene 
{ to bee admired, not matched, for her exquiſite beauie, and 


\ rather borrowing of Arte than {canting Nature, as brav-in 


apparrell as beautifull in perſon, and vored, even in her bet- 
ter part, tothe loue of «A xeas ) lo forted all her devices to 
his beſtliking , that ſhortly himſclfe Iaboured with her in one 
and the ſeltc-ſame paine of wiſhed.for plealure. Omittirg 
therefore the circumſtances of their diſcourles, feaſtings, nd 
all poeticall faynings, onlyprocecd we, in tew, tc the kucnt 
of theſe their Amorous beginnings. 

A Hunting was generally appointed,the Q ueene, nes, 
their Ladies, and Knights braucly mounted , the Standes 
were prewned, the Toyles pitched , the Hounds vncoupled 
the Gamerowlſed, atoote, and followed , when ſodainely, 
amidſt che harborleſſe Delart in the hotteſt purſute, the Skie, 
ouer-caſt with blacke Clowdes , ſhowred downe ſuch flaſhes 
of Lightening, vollics of Thunder, Hayleſtones, and Raine, 
t hat 
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thatglad was eueric of the Tyrians and Trotaws, diſperſing 
themſelues, ro ſhift for one, Elie and «A neas inthe meane 
while finding a Caue that ſheltred them twaine. Being there 
all alone, vnknowne of and vnſought for of their Seruants, 
Opportunitie, the chicte Actreſle in all attempts, gauerthe 
Plaudite in Love his Commedie, Imagine (ſhort wooing 
where cither partie is willing : their faithes plighted for a mar- 
riage to bee ſolemnized / with kinde kiſſes among) hee did 
what harmed nor, and ſhe had what diſpleaſed not: Ayoung 
+ A neas ſhould haue beene moulded, had hee not beene mar- 
red ( as might ſeeme ) in the making. VVhen this Caulme 
inthe ſharpe ſtormewas withthe tempeſt thus ouerpaſled, 
then came they both out not ſuch as they entred in, and 
were reccived of their Traines, attending their pleaſures, 
notexamining their paſtimes : and ſo having continued.the 
Chace unrill night diſcontinued their ſport, they retyring to 
Carthage, were ſumptuoully feaſted of E/r/x in her Pallace. 
Daring theſe their _A4/c/on dayes (not generallyliked of a! | 
one there was a Noble T r0/an, that had theſe ſpecches to 
e/ENCAs. 

Shouldeſt choubelecue ( farre beeitfrom «Areas lo to be- 
lecue)chat the Oracles of our Gods, behighting vs the Con- 
queſt of Italie, were ſuperſtitious,then belecue alſo (vndecei- 
ued mayſt thou ſo beleeue) thatoureffeminate abode here is 
vaine and {landerous : to attempt that former without an O- 
racle, yea with the loſlc of our lives, is honourable , becauſe 
wee are Trotans : to entertainethis latter, inuited and danger- 
lefle, reprochtull, becauſe we are Troatans. Ah(-A neas) bane 
weſhipped our Gods from hometo be witneſſes of our wan. 
tonneſle here? Belccuc ine, better had it beene we had died in 
Phryzia, men, than to live thus in Affrick like women, Con- 
ſider alſo the place whereinto we are now brought, and then 
conceiue of the poſſibilitic of our hereabode: ſhall I tell thee? * 
were there not (if in the mcane while no other Accident 
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croſſethy now blifſe) were there not, I ſay, an Eſc heere to 
loue thee, or Were there not ane£xcas to bee b:loued of 
her,no ſooner ſhould the firſt deceaſed of you bee deliuered 
of life, than the Suruiuors of vs Tro/axs bee denied this Land: 
And then, (if we ſhould proue ſo vngratefull as to reſiſt our 
Relicuors) hauing number, yet want wee Munition : for nei- 
ther our Ships berackled, nor weearmed, but at the deliuerie 
and apppointment of the Tyrians. Learne therefore (L/Encas) 
alter ſo long pleaſure inloue, atthelaſt profitably and poli- 
tickly ro louc,and whatſocuer thy play be in Ffrick,let hence- 
toorth the maine be /talie. Mean-while commaund ( moſt 
humbly wedeſire to bee ſo commaunded ) that thy Shippes 
bee ſecretly calked, tallowed, ballaced, tackled, viAtualled and 
armed: and then ( thy ſelfe alſo reformed } wittingly or vn- 
willingly to E/alcaue her and her effeminate Citie: withRe- 
ſolution neuertheleſle { if thou ſo pleaſe) at moreleyſureto 
louc her. 

So effeually did Aeneas liſten to this motion, that gi- 
uing order forthe repayring of his Fleet, he promiſed a ſpec 
dic and ſodaine departure: and his men, not {lipping oppor- 
tunitic,executed the ſame with as effeualb diligence. It hap- 
penedin this meane while, the Queene to mount the high 
Turrets of her Palace Royall, whear looking towardes the 
Road, (hee percciued how earneſtly the Trorexs laboured in 
trimming, patiſhing , and furniſhing their Nauie: then afſu- 
ring her {clte not decciued, that ſhe ſhould bee deceived, and 
deſcending as it were Maieſtically mad,mecting with Aeneas, 
ſhee ſaid. 

Before ( Aene.s ) Ibcheld thy ſhipwracks and wants I be- 
lecued ſome God arrived at Carthage : yea when I knewe 
thee but a man, my conceit honoured thee with a Deitie: but 
now theſe thine inhumaine T reacheries ( not worthie the 
vnworthieſt Titles) argue ſo farre off from a Godhoode, as 
thou ſhewelſt thy fk Ieſl than a man,and worle than a 


Deuill.

Diuell. What hath Carthage not woorthic A4evess? I aſſure 
thee, ifany be ſo much,no Citic is more PaPPY than Carcbage, 
Bur the Queene pleaſeth not Aeneas, Oh that 4evess had not 
pleaſed the Queene : then might I haue bettered my choiſe 
for honour , or not have bewayled thy cheating for the diſ- 
honour. But (vngratefull) wilt thou indeedleaue mee? Yea, 
then that thou meaneſt the contrarie nothing morefalſe : but 
ro deriue thy daparture from any deſert of mine nething leſle 
true. If cherefore thelife of Eliſa, the loue of Eliſa, the Land 
of Eliſa, her wealch , thy want, her tcares, thy vowes,her di- 
ſtreſle, thy diſhonour,the delights of this Shore, the dangers 
of thoſe Seas, Carthage poſleſied,/talre vacuonquered, peace, 
without warre heere, warre without peace there, thy wracks 
palt, the Winter tocome, any cuils whereof I warne thee, 
any good that I haue wrought thee, and more good that [ 
haue and doe with thee, if any thing ſaid , or morethan I can 
ſay hath or doth want Argument to ſeatethee in Africke, yer 
at the leaſt for thine owne ſafetic ſtay amore temperate ſea- 
ſon, vrging inthe meane while excuſes for thine vourged 
departure : and ſo I, flattered, (hall either patient my ſelte, or 
repent thy fleeting in a milder Extaſie, I did (well may I fore- 
thinke mee ſo to haue done) entertaine thee beyondthe de- 
of an Hoſteſle or the dignitie of aGueſt:and yer(vngrate- 

ull Gueſt roſo kinde an Hoſteſle ) for ſuch welcome thou | 
haſt not pretended a farewell. Thus , alas , finding thy loue 1 
leſſethan it ought, I repent to haueloued morethan | ſhould, | 
and becauſe thou appeareſt not the ſame thou werr, I am noe | 
reputed the ſamel am: but as aridiculous by-worde of the | 
Tyrians, the Stale of the Trorans, and the ſcorne of the A- "1 
fricans : howbeit ( intruth ) the faith-plighted V Vite of | 
faithicfſe _Aeneas. Burt who will ſo belceve? Nay belceue 
noc ſo who will, rhy departure ſhall bee my death , my death 
thy ſione, thy finne the Worldes ſpeech, the Vorldes ſpeech 
thy reproct , and thy reproofe my purgation, For were 
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thy ſelfe Inrour and ludge of the more offenſiue , my creda 
lencie, or thine inconſtanciec, the lurour could not but giue 
Verdi for El;ſa,andrhe ludge ſentence againſt Aeneas: . on 
(if not tor my ſuite, yet forthine owneſake)let me not pleade 
rediouſly and without grace, that plcad ſo truely, and with 
more griefe than for the quantitie I may ſuffer,or for the qua- 
litie thou canſt cenfure, 

Aeneas, not lightly gauled at her iwpatience (whom be ſtill 
loucd morethanaliumle, howbeit leſſer than his now regard 
of honour) thankfully acknowledged her great bountie,coil- 
ter-pleading to haue pretended adeparture without leave ta- 
ken, vouching moreouer the diſpleaſure of his Gods for con- 
tempt of their Oracles, manifeſted by tearcfull Dreames and 
ſundric Viſions, as alſo the vrging of his Tre/ans impatient of 
tarriance, So that he reſting in Relolutionnot to bee wonne 
by wooing,or reclaymed by exclayming,the Queene became 
ſpecchleſſe and ſenceles, and was in a {woune conuayed from 
his preſence, In which buſineſſe he boording his Ships,in the 
dead of the night hoiſting vp ſailes, left Carthage ro ieeke t«- 
lie. 

The Queene, not capable of any reſt, by day appearing, 
deſcryed trom a Turret the Roadecleered ofthe Troraw Nauiez 
then not willing!y filent,nor able to ſpeake,ſhe ſtood as ſtood 
Niobe after the fourteenth reucnge by Latonaes Ilue : \V hich 
her then-and-after-extremities,to be glaſiced at,not judged of 
briefly I thus decipher. lmagine a ſubſtanciall &a palpable ap- 
pen of loue;wrath,ſorrow,& deſpur,afting intheir apreit 

abires & cxtremeſt paſſios,& then ſuppoſe E/ſa not only the 
fame,bur moreferuetly louing,moreturiouſly wrathful,more 
confuſedly ſorrowtull,and more impatiently deſperate : lma- 
ginlaſt!y the firſt three imagined Actors, atcer long parts oc- 
. Cupied, lcauing the Stagecothe fourth ,as ro the pertecteſk 
| Impertecions 
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eQtion: & then from luch imagined Stratagem attend this 
actuall Cats/trophe. 
A Wizacd or Witch (the two common Oracles of many 
r00 credulent women ) had inſtructed the Queene, that an 
Immolation or burnt ſacrifice, offered tothe [nfernall Dci- 
ties,of the Armour, Ornaments,and all whatſocuer the Reli- 
ques of AExeas left behinde him at his departure fro Carthage, 
would effcQually cſtrange the outrage of her paſſions, and 
extinCt in her the very remembrance of AExeas: This Coun- 
ſell / cither tor that at the firſtſhe beleeued it poſſible, or for 
that oportuniticſocffercd ir ſclteto _ the thing ſhedid 
purpoſe )E/:ſa entertaining , opened theſameto Anne her (i- 
ſer: who limply vnluſpitious of the ſequell, provided ſecretly 
(as was giuen her in charge) apyle of dry Faggorts, crowned 
with Garlands for the diſmall ſacrifice: which. and Eli/aher 
ſelte in areadineſle, AExcaes his Armour, beeing her cyes Ob- 
ie,became in this wiſe her tongues ſubic, 
Wirth chis,quoth ſhe (eying the armour )the craking Tro- 
ian boaſted to have buckled with the gallant Diemedes, not 
ſeldome to haue offended the defenceles Grecians, andafter 
many loned blowes at the ſacking of Troy, valiantly ro haue 
boorded his thence-bent Navie: this armour profitable to 
my preiudice, there defenſiue to him, tobe here offcnſiue ro 
me, were it vnneceſſaric to this ſacrifice , ſhould neuertheles 
burnefor the ſame treſpafſe. This Cup, this Phrigr an Cup, 
too guilty of too many Tyrian draughts, aſſiſtants in for. 
ming meaudaciouſly amorous, ſhall now occupy theſe cere- 
moniallflames asthethen-acceſlary to a contrary fire. Theſe 
Bracelets, and theſe Ear-rings ( by too often and officious 
hands fafined and looſed with begged and graunted kiſſes , a- 
mong , and now lefſe precious by the giuer his practiſe )ſhall 
alſo add Cinders to the repentant payment of mine oucr ra- 
tedpleaſure. Laſtly are remaining onelytwo Reliques of that 
Recreant, this ſword, & E4/i/a berſeife. But what? diddeſt thou 
Aa 3 AEpcas) 
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(AEmes: leaue this and thine Armour inCerthage,as if in /talie 
thou ſhouldeſt encounter another Elſa? Inconſiderate that 
thou art, albeit ſuch feareleſſe Conflits beſt beſecm ſuch effe- 
minate captaines, yer no climate can affoord thee one ſo foo. 
liſh,and therefore in no countrey expeAiuch Fortune. The 
Storme ( ab from thencearethele teares )ſheltring vs twaine 
lately in one Caue,was(no doubt)ominous to theſe cuils: for 
then ſhould I have remembred,thar like a ſhelters are chiefly 
ought for in{tormes,{o men labour our fauours onely in ex- 
tremitics: but their luſts ſatisfied, or wants ſupplicd,as of ſhel- 
ters in Sunne-(hine they eſtimate our bounric, leauing then- 
ceforth euen to ſeeme ſuch as/1n troth they never were. But 
what is naturall, is of neceſſiric,onely let it be graunted he is a 
Man,and it foloweth neceſſarily heis deceirtull.Flie , Traite- 
rous AEmeasflievnfollowed _ vatriended of Eliſa: ever may 
the windes be contraty to thy courle,& the Seas not promile 
thee one houres ſafery,cuer be thy Ship drowning, and thy 
ſelfe never but dying,oftenreſayle in a moment,whence thou 
wert ſayling amoneth , let no blaſte from the Ayre, or Billow 
za the Sea,(tirre but to thy preiudice, and whenno horror and 
miſhap hath failed thee , with thy dead body, to the vetermoſt 
plagued, periſh alſo may thy Soule vnpardoned, Butleaſt 
mine incharitic prouc lefſe pardonable than his Iniurie,[ that 
will not liueto heare it ſo, heartily diſclaime to haue it ſo:par- 
don therefore, yee Gods, me defiring it, and him deſeruing it. 
Troth is itthis oneSacrificeſhal giue end to mine infinite ſor- 
rowes: butnot{alas )with theſe burnings/rather found guiltie 
efnew beginnings ) bur with my hearrs blood, the lateſt Ce- 
remonie _— tothis Exequie. Scarcely had theſe words 
p_ her mouth when, with 4Enea his Sword, ſhe pearced 
r Brelt :ſo performing on herſclfe a Tragedie ſought for, & 
to hers a terror ynlooked for: 


Whileſt: 
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VV Hileſt Dido, (ſo named of this her death , or as haue 
ſome, notleſſeprobable, of ſo preventing Hiarbe 
menacing her marriiage) was thus paſſionate anddidthus pe- 
riſh, Aeneas, after wearie Sea-faring, much ſorrow, many peo- 
pleand places ſeene and failed from, arriving in S/cilie, was 
toyfully entertained of his ancient friend King 'Aeeſtes, and 
there (as the yeare before at Drapernms )did folemnize an An 
niverfaric at the Tombe of his father Anchiſes. T he Maſteries, 
feates,and ative paſtimes tried heerebythe Tro/an & Sicilian 
youth, with Land and Sea skirmiſhes, the ruuning , riding, 
leaping, ſhooting, wreſtling, and ſuch like, with Bacing on 
foore and on horsbacke{this laſt,a ſport lately vſed of our En- 
gliſh youthes, but now vopollitickly diſcontinued) or how 
the Women of Troy ( whereof manic were alſo imbarked 
from thence) tyred with the perils of the Sea, and intifed 
with the pleaſures of S7c:{ie to prevent further ſayling , fired 
their Ships (not without great lofſereſcued ) orhow AExcas 
building there the Citic Acefa, peopled the ſame with his 
women and impotent Tr9/4s, Or of the drowning and Re- 
uiſc of Pa/rnurxs,and many Occurrents hapning here,at Came, 
Caietas,and elſe-where I omit,as lefle pertinent to our purpoſe, 
then the haſtning of «AExeasinto /alie, Wherefore ſhipping 
him from Sicilie, I now land himin Letizm : in whichpart of 
Italie raigned and was Reſident in his Citic Lawrentare the 
King Lat1nw,to whom Aeneas addreſſedan hundred Knights, 
one of them delivering this Ambaſhe. 

Ignorant are we nor, moſt gracious King (for in that Title 
artthou famous, and in that triall may we prooue fortunate) 
of thy Confanguinitie wich the Tr9rans, by noble defcents 
from Dardanus our auncient Progenitovur , neither canſt thou 
but knowe that T roy is ſacked, and her people for the moſt 
part (haughtered : onely knowe ( if alreadie thou knoweſt ir 
not ) that Eres our Duke witha few his Followers , after 
Aa 3 more 
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more than ſeuen yeares fayling, are laſtly (and luckily I hope) 
arrived inthy Countrie: Howbeit of many places, for plea- 
ſureand Eerriliti moſt worthy manuring,haue we abandoned 
thie quiet poſſeſſion :.yea many the greateſt Princes of Earope 
and 4ffrice, hauc voluntarily defired our T ariance , denied: 
onely infinit Seas haue we ſailed, and more orrowes ſuſtained 
to ſeeke this Clime, trom whence we Trorans deriue our Ori- 
ginals, and whither our Gods have direCted vs by their Ora- 
cles. This thy Covunnric, in reſpe& ot the bigneſle, may cafily 
affoord roome for anew Troyto be builded: A plot more pa- 
tious we doe not aske, A ſmallerſuiterhou canſt notgrant, if 
with our preſent extremities thou alſo peiſe our purpoled 
loyalties: Neuer were we thy Foes,andever will we continue 
thy friends. Scated wee muſt be,and here we would be + We 
darenot diſobey the Gods, commanding it , nor would wee 
diſcontentthee in demaunding it : graciouſly therefore con- 
ceiue of our Peti:ion, and gratefully recciuve from «Areas 
theſe Preſents. 

Hauiog thus ſaid, he in the name of .£nexs, preſentedthe 
King with a moſt rich Mantell or Robe, with an inualuable 
Crowneof Goldenchaſed with precious Stones, wirh the 
late royall Scep-ter of King Pr:a, and with other Treaſure: 
which Latinus cheeretully receiving returned the Trorans this 
anſwere, 

Had not the Gods commaundcd your hither repair, which 
I gaineſay not, were wee not of Conſanguinitie , wherein I 
diſclaime not, Or my Kingdome not roome-ſome enough 
to recciue you,as it is, Or had yee not brought precious and 
peaccable Preſents , as yee haue, yeatto diliniſſe Wayfarers 
vnreſted and vnrelecued were contrarictothe Gods of Hoſ- 
pitalitie, and ( which they defend that I ſhould therein of- 
tend) L«tinws his honour. Ouer faſt heſitreth that ſecurely 
ſitterh: for as he that is timorous bath too lictle providence, 
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ſo he that is feareles hath roo much pfeſumprtion : yea leſle 
gricuous arc expeRedthan vnlooked-for euils. I ſpeake not 
this as I feare to fall , butas 1 fore-ſce 1 may fall : torthe vn- 
pearching of others (hould be fore-preachings to vs .* Priuic 
am I vnto your diſtreſſe , applying the like poſſibilitic for me 
{2 ro decline :tor who is priuiledged from becomming ſuch? 
And who is ſuch that would not have ſuccour ? Sorricl am 
that ye haue ſoill cauſe to eſtrangeyour ſelues from home, 
but gladthat I am in ſo good ale to entertaine you here: Let 
e/Encaslearehim , andproſper yeein /talre : mylande well 
may abideir , and my lelfe brooke it : Yea more ( forthe 
Oracle of my minde conſorts no doubt with thoſe of our 
Gods ) Lauin/a my {ole daughter and heire , forbidden a 
Natiues and behighted a (trangers Marriage , hath found a 
Husbande , and 1 a Sonne-in lawe : at the leaſt] wiſhir 
would bee , and hope it will bee . Make my thankes to 
ef ncasfor his Preſents , andbee you Maſters of your Peti- 
tions. 

The Tro'ens being then ſumptuouſty feaſted , cuery man 
vpon a giuen Couwler bravely andrichly mounted , diſmiſ- 
ſcd , returned , and Latin his an{were and Preſeardeli- 
ucred , «£reas , nevertheleſle as farre from being ſecure as 
joyous of ſuch Tidings , knowing the good (peede of a 
Stranger to bee an Eye-ſore tothe people , and therefore 
not careleſle {uſpitious of it that might cauſeleſſeſuccede, 
ſtrongly inmured his Men in a new-built Fortrefle. Inthe 
means while their Arriuall and Entertainement with La- 
tinus occupied, and, for rhe moſt part, offended all 7ralre. 
Enuiouſly ſtormed Amats the Queene that Lavinia , her 
Daughter and Darling, (ſhould bee weddcd to a Stranger, 
an Exile(as ſhe cermed him: ) andtherefore, when ſhecould 
not diſlwade the King by flatterie , ſhee incenled his 
Noblcs and Subic&sroreliſt it forcibly, On the other (ide, 
Aa 4 TWrnus 
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Turme, Prince of thERutiles (in perſon exceeding all for 


comelineſſe , andin Armes equallto any for his courage, to 
whom Lauinis was before promiſed in Marriage ) as mal- 
contentas any for being thus circumuented by _AEneas,held 
a Counſlell in his ſumptuous Citie A , (cituate in the 
tertitoric of Latiam, how to intercept the Tro/ans by wiles, 
expel! chem by Warres , weaken them by wants , difap- 
point AEneas, and poſiciſe himſelfe of Laurnie. Often lent 
he Mcileugers and ſometimes Menaces to advertiſe Lats- 
nu that he was promiled hee ſhould, andto affure him hee 
purpoſed hee wouldenioy her or anger him. But by how 
much more Latinw was religiouſly vuremooue:ble in his 
Reſolution for AEreas, by fo much the more Cid Turns 
giue looſe raines to his headie anger : Howbcit ſufficient 
matter wanted for his malice to worke vpon , vnrill , by euill 
happe, his cho'er tooke aduantage of this colour. Aſcanins 
with dtucrs Tro/aws Gentlemen his Friendes and others his 
Arttendanta, hunting in a Forreſt not farre from their For- 
trefle, by chance did encounter , ſtrike, and chace a fayre and 
well ſpread Stagge, which the Children of one Tyrrhus ( the 
Kings Raunger and Steward of his Grounds, aman otno 
meanc account-amonglſt the Zarines } had from a Fawne 
nouriſhed , and fo intreated that no Beaſt might be more 
tamer: This Stagge thus ſtroken and followed of the 7ro- 
fans , taking the readieſt Way to the houſe of Tyryhus, and 
with bleeding haunches entring the Hall, was firſt eſpied of 
—_ or /lia, a young Gentlewoman, in whole lappe hee 

cping had often layd his head, andat whoſe hands hee had 
many atime taken Brouſe,beene kemmed and trimmed: She 
ſecing the Stagge in ſuch aplight, almoſt ſwouned ere ſhee 
could weepe , wept ere ſhe might ſpeake , ſpoke ere ſhee 
was comforted , and was comforted onely in promiſe of 
Reuenge., At the winding of an Horne, came flocking 
tithe r 
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thitherin atriſe the Heard(-men , Sheaþhewids , Plow-men, 
and Hinds : this Anticke of Groomes yfinding, A/mon the 
eldeſt Sonne of Tyrrhus , and their young Millris Sys 

rieuouſly paſſionate, and the Stagge bloodie andbraying 
his laſt, queſtion no further what ſhould be done, bur were 
furiouſly inquiſitive ater the Doers. In this meancame, 
by euill happe , A/cenius and his Companie drawing by 
Parlie after the Stagge (which they knew not for 1ame) 
were entered the view of this Shooleof inraged Clownes : 
who all at once and ſuddenly, with ſuch weapons asthey 
had or found neereſt at hand , as Staues , Sheephookes, 
Dung-forkes, Flayles , Plow ſtaues , Axes , Hedging-Bee- 
tels, yea Libbats newly ſnarched from burning , and what 
not? fiercely afſayled with. downe right blowes the amazed 
Troians : who not having leifure ro aske queſtions, coura- 

ioully encertaine the vnknowen Quarrell: and ſo long and 
mutt for either part continued this confuſion of 
blowes and effuſion of blood, that by now it was bruted ar 
the Fortreſle and at Laurent , and was anoncincreaſed by 


reſcue from cither Fation : neither had this Skutffling an. 


end yntill night was begunne: at what time the Zatin's, ku- 
tries , and Troians left the wilde Medley, howbeit nor diſconci- 


nuingchcir malice. Of chicte account amongſt the Lets »es, 


were {laine luſty 4/-0n,and aged Galefws, (This latter a man of 


an honeſt and wealthie condition) whilcſt he vnſcaſonably 


among(t blawes delivered vnregarded perfwafionsof Peace, 
The wounded Corles of theſe twaine did Termws cauſe to bee 


conuayed to the viewe of Latinus, as Arguments of rhcir * 


common dammage , himſelte, with anenutous heart and an 


inueiue tongue , amplifying the ſame to the vitermolt, nor 
vnaſſiſted therein by the yrefull Queene Amats , or vn- 
turchered by thehurlie burlic of the imparicat People , all 


labouring 
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labouring theKing to denounce Armour againſt the Troiery. 
Latin inthis tumule of his Subics, and trauell ofhis Sen. 
ces |, aſſuringhimſelfe that AEmcas was the man propheſied 
to the Marriage of Lavinia and ſucceſſion of Latium , diſlwa- 
ded,bur might not perſwade, with the headie mulcicude. In 
Ffewe , with ſuch efficacic didthedcad Corles inuiteit , the 
'Queene entreate it, Turns: aftect it, and the People follow it, 
thatlaſtly, though againſt his minde, the King did ſuffer the 
Laurentines to reare on their Walics abſolute Tokens of im- 
minent Warres : Thus founde Twr-us that which kec lon- 
gedfor, and AExeas noleſle than hee looked for , andeither 
ſoliciting ſuccours , were not long vnfurniſhed of hardie 
Souldiours : yea, inreſpe@ oftheir muiruous Armies, the 
Warres lately ceaſed at Troy, might now haue beene (aide to 
becrcuiuedin /talie. Bur as in his Wandrings , ſoinhis 
Warres,my purpoſeis breuitie: cither of which che Lawriat 
Trumpertor of his gloric hath ſo ccfually ſounded , that 
many might amplific,I could iterate, but nor any amend it:ne- 
uerthelefle in remembring ot this Hiſtoric I haue alſo vſed 


other Authorines. 


JT followeth , Afeer long Warres valiantly on either part 
pertormed , many great Kings , Princes , and Perſonages 
periſhed , whenlaſtly the Ruti/es beguane to bee repentant 
of their wrong , and the Troians wearie of the Warres, 
AEneas and Turnus , meeting , hadtheſe words + Andfirſt 
AEncas. 

Ofrea truces hawe wee had (Twr»us) for the buriall of 
our dead , neuer treaties ofpeace tor the welfare of thoſe a- 
live : onely once (as hauc beene euer) diddeſt chou ſeeme 
( thou giddeſt but ſeeme } prouident that no moc ſhould mil- 
carric , offering me Combate , which I accepting have in 


vaine 
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vaine : expected for ſince thy minde changed, I wot notby 
what meanes,bath changedtheliues of I wort not how many, 
But now . when for the: palpable leaſing thou houldeft nor 
ſpeake like T#rnes, (hould(t thou denie the berter ofthe wars 
to abide with /£meas, ard yet ſtill bee £neas, though play- 
ingvpon that Aduantage with Terms , even now, | fay, my 
ſelte do requeſt thee of that Combate,wherby further Bloods 
ſheds may happily be conciuded. Belecue mee, wert thou a 
Begger andl a Monark, yet ({v much doe emulate, not en- 
vie thy glorie) I would hazard all in a Combare requeſted by 
thee ſo valorous a Competit.zr. Bur leaſt { perhaps ) I ouer- 
breath thy tickled Conceit with more ſelfe-liking than is ex+ 
pedicnt,know man,Turausknow,Nature,Birth, Arte, Educa- 
tion,nor whatſocuerels are in any thing more benchciall ro. 
Turns , than that iuſtly hee may enuic as much or morein: 
FEncens, 

T o this anſweredthe Ratile thus : V Vhether thou ſpeakeſt 
this,(/Enea5)as inlulting over mine infortune,or as infolent of 
thinc owne telicitie, or emvlous asthou ſaycit, and I beleeue 
it)ot my glorie, truſt me, onely it thus, in thy better ſucceſle, 
to abandon thy (elſc ro ſuch offered diladuantage bee not in- 
diſcretion, neuer heard | wherein to derogare from thy poli- 
cie: bur (ay ir indiſcretion , yet, by /upiter (Aneas) it is ho- 
nourable indiſcretion. Not to encaunter fo heroicall (tor in 
thee I enuic not that Epitheton) a Combatrant,is as contrary 
tomy thought as contenting to my very Soule,andas conten= 
ting to my loule,as if /£ neas were already conquered, & Tar- 
»us Conquerour : either which I devine;at the leaſtwiſe Iam 
determined to aduenture. Be prouidedrheretore (+/f neus) of 
cuurageztor thou prouokeſt no coward, but cuen T'#rnus,that 
. would have asked no lefle,had he not doubted eAfxeas nortto 
haue dared to anſwer ſo much. Thus, & with theſe conditions: 
that 
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thavfurther warres ſhould finiſh , that the Eſpouſall of Laws 
n/a and Succeſſion of Latium ſhold bethe Prize tothe Vitor, 
aCombare;to bee tried by theſe rwaine bodie againſt bodie, 
wasſvpon Orhes takenandether circumſtances)agreed vpon, 
Now were they Armed,Mounted, did Encounter, and after 
long fight, their Courlers becomming breathleſlegtheRiders, 
diſmo umting,vigeriouſly buckle on Foote : Laſtly (not with 
vnrequited 'blowes ) was Twrms difarmed, the Vanquiſhed 
pleading for life, and the Victor nor purpoling his death, had 
hee nor cſpied, on bis Shovlders', the ſometimes Baldrike of 
his once clpecial Friend Pallss , Evanders Sonne,whom Turnas 
io-Bartell ouercomming, had put to Sword , then «nes 
ſaying , onely in this Spoile thou ſhalt not triumph , and 
onely for his ſake am I vnintreatable , ſhoffed his Sword 
through his breaſt : T#wr»w {o cading the World, and £ neu 
the Warres. 

Then was hee peaccably weddedto Lawinis, andſhortly 
aftcrpolleſſed of Latinww. After which, about three yeares 
hee, dying, left his Kingdome to Aſcarius , and Lavinia with 
childe. Shee at her time, and at the houſe of the before re- 
membred Tyrrhus was dcliuered , of Sylwrus Poſt-humus ( fo 
called of his being borne amongſt che Woods , after the 
death of bis Father. } To him (becauſe intight it was the in- 
heritance of Sy/wwms from his Mother ) did Aſeanias volun- 
rarily reſigne the Kingdomeof Latin : and of him ( for his 
honorable Regiment ) wereall the after-Zatine Kings called 
Syluy: Finally hee hunting and miſtaken amongſt the Thic- 
kets for a Stagge, was Laine with an Afrow by his Sonne 
Brutus» T his Bratzs, for ſorrow and his fafetie, accompa- 
nied with many luſtie Gentlemen and others of _AEneas 
his Trojans Ofsprings , imbarking themſclues , afterlon

| Brute 
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Brute is authored to haue arriued in this Iſland, then named 
Albion, which hee conquering, cauſed to beecalled after his 
ownename Britaine, in the yeere of the werlds age 2855.and 
beforethe incarnation of Chr:/f 1108. yeares. Ar Ferrex and 
Porrex, brethren and ioyn&-Kings, in liniall deſcent eighteen 
from Brate 616. yearcs afrer that this Land had beene gouer- 
ned by Brwge and his Linage , was that royall bood and houſe 
_—_y deſtroyed: Ferrex (laine in batcell by his brother, 
and Porrex, in reucnge thereof, murchercd by their Mother. 
After which, this Ifland continued in Ciuill diflention by 
theſpace of abourtfiftic yeares, vnder fower , and ſometimes 
five Kings or Dukes, of whom remaineth neither number 
nor names : and was laſtly reduced into a Monacchie , vnder 
Mulmutius Dunwallo,Dake of Dawmonia or Cornewaile, 

Gorboman was the twelfth in linjall deſcent, from Duxwallo: 
berwixt whom and Ca{/uilan raigned 31. Kings : of whole 
deſcears, as, and times of their Raignes ( Hely, Ld, and one 
or ewo moe excepted)are authorities ſo barren,that,touching 
them, I rater prepoſefilence, than to ſet down incertainties: 
Howbeit find I notto the contraric, bur that yet, andlong 
rime after, the Scepter continued in the blood of Dunwall.

Heere, before wee write further of theproccedings of the 


Romanmes 
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Romaines in this Land , it ſhall not be impertinent to remem- 
ber, into what and how many Regions, and diuerſly-named 
Peoples the firſt Romaine diſcouerers found it diuided. An-. 
cient Authors , Latine and others ( of whom Jalis Ceſar him 
ſelte is one , and before whoſe centric heere our Hiſtorie hath 
few or none of autenticke authorities ) in their hiſtoricall and 
_ Geographicall deſcriptions of that part of this Lland which is 
now England(howbeit concluding the whole vnder the com- 
mon name of Britaine ) diſtinguiſh the ſame by ſeuerall parts 
or Colonies , hild, deuifiuely , by ſeauentcene different peo= 
ples : that is to ſay,tho{e parts which we now call Cornewal 
and Devonſhire , by the Danwornes : Dorlerſhire, by the D#-

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Clandiua , part of this Ilandbecame Provinciall to the Rome?» 
nes, yettocompaſſe the whole ſuchcoſtthem not lefſe than 
an hundred and thirtie yeeres travell, euen tothe Emperie of 
Domician: When Iulizs Agricola, in efte& , made this whole 
lland imperiall : thence continewing to the Romaine State 
{the Impacabilirie of the Pies and Scotes excepted) A perfect 
Prouince,vnto the death of th'afforſaid Laci#s. Whence,after 
fifteene yeeres diſlention amongſt the Britons , and in the 
meane time no King, did Sewerus, then Emperor of Rome, va» 
dertake heere perſonall and abſolute Soueraintie. Whereby 
the Gouernment of thenaturall Briztrſb Kings, or rather of 
long time before but Vice-Roies to the Koma/nes, was for 
many yeeres ſuſpended. 
Tohim ſeuerally ſucceeded eight Kings Romarnes: hows- 
beit not vninterrupted among by ſome noble Britons, that 
mavgre thoſe, at ſeuerall times poſleſled themſclues of in- 
conſtantRegalitic heer. T he laſt ofthe nyne Romarnes(whoſe 
whole Empice,through their owne ciuill Warres,and Inuaſi- 
ons of the Barbarians, began now palpably to decline ) was

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this could boaſt more politike and martiall Preſidents and 
Liefterconants: of whom many, and ſome of them heere+ 
borne Incolents , became atterwards the moſt magnificent of 
the Emperors: yea divers of the powertu'lcit Rowarne Em- 
ors , to hold this Iland theirs , were often perſonally forced 
hither. Wherefore,cuen now,when their owne civill wartes 
were moſt inteſtine, and the Barbarians molt inteltiue to 
their Empire, Br/ta/ne was neverthelcfle by chem nor neg- 
leted. Wirnes ( beſides the often tran{iitting , even in 
thoſe then croubleſome times, of Legions in detence ofthis 
Land)their admirable works and proviſions heere againſt the 
impacable Incurſions of thoſe barbarous and vadanted Pr(7:s 
then threatning,, in part not vnacted, theextirpation hence 
both of the Emperiales and Britons, To paſle by in ſilence 
Inulins Agricols, Adrian , Loll us Vrbicus , Seuerus,and others 
their ſcucrall workes and walles, erected heere in the Nor- 
thern Regions for the ſame purpoſe : of which , beſides Seue- 
rus his torced vallie, withother ſtrong and huge l.bors and 
fabrications,were reared at ſeuerall times rwo walles, the ore 
of Turttc, and the other of Pyles and Tymber ſtrongly and 
artificially interpoſed , extending from Sea to Sea ouer- 
thwarts the Countrey,eſtimated in length fowerſcore, or, as 
hauc ſome,aboue fiueſcoore myles, incredible may it ſeeme 
that out of autenticke Authors is extant, were it not euen vn- 
to this day to bee ſcene in the Ruines ofthe wall yer called 
the Piftes wall, raiſedot firme ſtone , containing in length as 
is aforcſaid, in bredch throughout eight foote, and in height 
tewelue. Art cuecrie myles diſtance thereof was a ſtrong and 
{quaire-built Caſtcll, wel furniſhed with men and munition : 
bertwixt the Caſtels were diuers watch-T owers,and through 
the walles of cuery Tower and Caſte!lwas fo artificially con- 
ucied a trunke or pipe of brafle, that from which ſoeuer of 
the Caſtles or Towers was but whiſperedinto the Pipe, the 
voice 
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voice diſtin&ly and without interruption was ſpeedily recei- 
ued from watch to watch, and thereby the whole Gariſon, ſo 
many miles ſundered, were ſuddenly aduertiſcd of their expe- 
dirions, or of the approch of the enemic. «/#izs, thentor 
Rome in France(tor defence of which Province,the Forces for 
Britaine and flower of our hecr-Incolents, were then with- 
drawen hence thither ) importunedby the miſerable Britons 
for ſuccour againſt the mercileſle PjXes, transfreting hither,in 
their aide, a Legion of Souldiors, cauſed this maruailous and 
militarie Wall chen co be builded. After which, the Romaine 
Empircitſelte extremely languiſhing in an incurable Con- 
{umprtion, the War-intricated Romarnes viterly left Britaine to 
the vndiſciplined Britons : againſt whom,the defenſive proui- 
ſions aforeſaid notwithſtanding , the Pides continued tyran- 
nouſly inteſtiue : Inſomuch that, for proteion, the Britons 
ſuppliantly offered themſelues and became vaſlals to Conſtan- 
tine, brother to the King of little Brita/ne , which Countrie 
in former times was called Armorice. Hee accepting the vo- 
luntarie ſubicion of this then imbellious Countrie, and his 
proweſle and Pollicie deſtinate to his new Subiedts fortunate 
the Crowne of this Land,thus the ſecond time ſerledina For- 
riner, inured to him and his poſteritie: And the Romaines were 
thenceforth vterly outted their woonted T ribute and Do- 
minzon heere : which from /aliws Ceſar had continuance for 
abouc the ſpace of fiue hundred yeeres: Theodeſis the yonger 
and Yalentinian being then Emperors, 


Af thedeceaſe of the aforeſaid ConFHantine the "Armor- 
cian or French-Briton , Raigned here his eldeſt Sonne 
Conſtantine , formerly ſworne aReligious Recluſe, of whoſe 
puſilanimitic and milde dulneſſe /ortiger, Duke of Corwewal,, 
taking aduantage, vaderhand procuring his gs Mag"

his diadem.For which ſuſpeCed regecide,he growing odious 
ro his SubicQts , and intangled with more than dangerous bu- 
fineſſe wich the impacable ?7es,enrertayned in his ſupport a 
valiant people of Germany called Saxons @ of whomſhall be 
anone more largely [poken, 

Ambroſe and Veer , the rwo brethren of Conſlance as be- 
fore murthercd, having, now gorten an Armie, purſued Yorri- 
g:7 vnto his Caſtel, which he had built in the parts afterwards 
and now called Walrs, whither the Saxons had debelled him. 
Who therefore may beſaid the laſt Monarche of Br/taixc of 
the Britt!ſþ blood, for that at the chaſing ofhim thither , the 
S:xo0ns founded the firſt of their Kingdomes heere : andthe 
Kingdome of the Brizriſh Kings him ſucceeding / though 
divers of them indeed valiant Princes, and mauger the Saxons 
dilating their dominion, and all of themrerayning thetitle of 
Kings of Brtaine) extended no farther, or tolittle more than 
that which is row called #a/es. Yortigers Caſtell,and hein ir 
burned by Ambroſe and Yrer, they then ſucceedingly raig- 
ned, who with Arthnr{ſfurnamed the Worthy)ſonne of Yrer, 
andrwo or three more otrhat Streene, of whom Mags the 

ninth and laſt King ofthe linage of the aforeſaid Conſt intine 
the Armoricen , was one, in their ſeuerall Raignes awednort a 
little the Saxoxs by armor and Straragems, To Mugs ſuc- 
ceeded in Raigne £aritick , of an vnknowen Pedegree: who, 
through his cuill gouernment, grew ſo disfauoured of his 
Subiccts , that the Saxons ( who at ſceuerall times, in ſcuerall 
places , from their firſt intertaynment heere by Vortiger had 
planted themſelues in this Land) got opportunity of ſo maty 
vitories,that Critick with his Br:tons ( 1n their Countrie ſee- 
king them a Countrie) were laſtly chaſed and bounded by 
them from our all parts into the mmountanous Weſterne Re- 
ions of this Land , wherehe died, Thenee, forthe ſpace of 
about 24. yecres alter (in which time was an intermiſſion of 
| Brittiſb 
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Bxittifh Kings) the Welch Britons, as before hencedebelled, 
made diuers more valiant than gainctull Our-roades , vnder 
divers their Leaders, againſt the Saxons. Laſtly Cadwane 
Duke of Feneascia, afterwards called North Wales, Cadwallyne 
hisſonne,and Cadwallader,as write ſome, his ſonne, but deſcen»+ 
dedlinialy , as write orhers, ofthe blood of Cerdicus the firſk 
King ofthe Weſt-Saxoms , ſuccedingly raigned ouer the ſame 
w«lh-Britons.Of every of theſethree great proweſle and pray- 
ſes are recorded by all Authors. 

Cadwallader,aboutthe ycere of grace 686.ſorſaking kingly 
authority,became arcligious man,and,as have ſome,departed 
hence in Pilgrimage to Kome,where he died. In him abſolutely 
ended the Raigac and title of the Kings of great Britaine : 
that,vnder 106. {eucrall Kings trom Brate, had continued , as 
write ſome, 1792, others 1$22. yeeres. From thencefoorth 
the Remaines heere of the Britons were called Welch-men 
( which, Saxonly , fignifieth Aliens or Strangers )and the a+ 
forcſaid Land which they hild and ho!dinthis Hand ales. 
Amongſt whom was aſucceſſion of Naturall Kings by the 
onely Stile of Kings of wales , vnto the Raigne of William Ru- 
fſws,that Rice or Rees their laſt King was ſlaine : howbeit long 
time after impacalye, vntill that King Henry the Eight, exact 
ofthcir blood, incorporated them and the Engliſh in lawes 
and Proteion one People.Ofthe Progreſle of that moſt an- 
cient & valiant Nation, that vnder the altered name of welch- 
men,cuen ac this day inall Loyaltietowards her Maicſtic pol- 
ſelle where Cadwallader then left them, hath Doftor Powel wel 
andcompendioully written a peculiar Chronicle, whereunto 
I refer the Reader. 

After this Eic&ment of the Britons,and Period(#.les ex» 
cepted ) of their aucient dominion inthis Ilande,, bapning a- 
bout 236.yeeres from the firſt receiving of the Saxons _— 
theconduRof Hergeſt by Fortiger _ related, it followerh

in fewto bee ſpoken in order as the ſame, not without more 
than much blood and buſines,during the aforeſaid 236. yeares 
or ſomewhat more begun,continned, and commented of the 
Saxon Heptarchia or their ſeuen Kingdomes Cantons or Co- 
lonies here erefted, For whenthe Saxons ( as before called 
h=ther by ill-aduiſed Yortiger)had gotten vatothemſclues the 
gloric of many viRories againſt the P,:s and other the ene- 
mics of this Land, and that the King repudiating his lJawtull 
wife had married :h2 beautifull daughter of Hengeft che Saxon 
Capcaine,it was couenanted, thatthe Britons ſhould onely at- 
rend their priuare affaires and profits, and the S«x9»5, for 
competent viands and fallaric to vndergoethe defence of the 
Realm againſt wharſoeuer enemies. 

Vnderthis prerexcmultuous and warlike Supplies of theirs 
daily repaired herher : who, long time affeQing che ſubieQion 
of ſo glorious and fertile a Countrie as this, and now finding 
themlelues ſufficiently powerfull, and the Britons alienated 
from themſclues through eaſe and eflcminacie a contederacy 
berwixt them, the Pifs and Scors firſt concluded vpon ) they 

warrelled the BY/tons: as pretending a breach of rhe aforeſaid 
Conetene, Whereupon, for many following yeares , they 
purſued fuch vnapeaſable and tyrannous warre thar(as ſaierh 
one of the like perſecurion afterwardes by the Daves here) the 
oppreſſed Britans fuffered whatſoeverthe ſubduedcould feare 
or the Vitors afflict. Laſtly , the Britons being forced as is a- 
foreſaid, into wales, they reared thence vntothe Saxon;ſuch 
awefull armics,niſhing in often vitories, vnder Princes va- 
tienter than whom no paſſed ages could honor that; had nor 
Britaine bin deftinate vnto the Saxons, neuer had they ereted 
here an Heptarchia, or alteredit into a <Aonarchie: of either of 
which be it now ſeuerally ſpoken : and firſt, becauſe firſt , of 
their Heptarchia. | 7 nk 
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He firſt Kingdome or Canton thereof was K-»# andthe 
Il: of Thavee. Ir ſecledly began about the yeare of the 

wordincarnated 475. in there{taured Raigne of the aforeſaid 
Yortizer, vadar the before named Saxon called Hengeft : who, 
after his firſt entrie, which was about A». 450. or ſomewhat 
more, had beenz hence expulſed, bur efifoones returned, and 
laſtly hild X-»? for his Dominion. The firſt Chriſttan King 
thereof, Ano 596. or thereabouts , was. Ethelbert : the lail 
King was B1/dred: in whoſetime Exbert, King of the W:f-S4- 
xs, lubdued this Dominion of Kent and toyned ir vnto his 
owae Regiment : after ithad continued, vnder the ſucceſſion 
of eig\neene Kings, by the ſpace of abour 320, yeares 

T he ſecond Dominion was of the South-Szxonr, and 
contayned Su7ex and Sonthrie. It began about Arno 536. in 
the ſecond yeere of 4welie Ambroſe King of the Brrtons, vn- 
der a Szx4n ca'led H-{z or Els. The ficlt Chriſtian Prince ther- 
of was Ed'lwuch or Ethel ws!1'thelaft of the Kings was Aldrne: 
in whoſe time th2 \Welt-S2x2ns alſo added it to their Signory, 
after ithad continued vnder the ſucceſſion of feuen Kings 
112.ycares: howbeicſome adde a more number of Kings, and 
account 305. yeares: for touching this Dominion Authours 
greatly differ.

none,.jnit due place intreated, From thenceforth the Exf- 
A1zles wereſubieRted to the Danzs, varill laſtly E fward the 
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elder alſo annexed it tothe weſt-Saxon Government : aſter 
the continuance thereof vnder ſcuenteene Regents, Sexons 
and Dawes, 418. yearcs. Of the Progreſſe 0 this Kingdomeis 
allo diſagreement in Authors.. 

The tourth and prevailing Kingdome was of the weſt 
Saxens, occupying Cornewaile, Devonſhire, Dorſerſhire, 
Somerſerſhire, Wyltſhire , and Barkſhire. It beganne inthe 
Raigne of King Arthur ouer the #clch- Britons, vader a Saxon 
called Cerdicus. T he firſt Chriſtian King thereof Anne.636. or 
thercabours was Cyngill or Kyngill. Now when King Eglert 
hadby proweſle and pollicic obrained Rajgne ouer the Wei# 
Saxons, and beſides bis victories ouer the welcb was poſlel- 
ſed of fiue of the Saxon Regiments heere, andof the other 
two hoped the like, he gaueforth a generall Edit, whereby 
he commaunded that his whole Dominion heere ſhould bee 
called _Angel , or Saxonly , England, and the Inhabitans 
Engliſhmen, or Angles : in Reuiuor of thename of the Coun. 
triefrom which his Aunceſtors that firſt got poſſcfſions in 
this Landeſcaled: which is called, cuen vnto this day, Angel 
and is now in ſubiction to Dexmarke, For itis tobe noted, 
as warranted out of yncontrowlable Authours , that in the 
farther parts ofthat which was ancien:ly called Cymbria, now 
Germante, Was aſpatious Territoric, diſtinguiſhed by three 
Regions and people, (in their originalls Sy5zhians) rhar is ro 
ſay,Saxonie, Anglia or Angel, and 1uta or Iuitleand: whole In- 
habitantrs were called Saxons, Angles,or Engliſhmen, and lutes 
or Getes: that whole Countric and thoſe people neverthe- 
lefſe knowen and called by the common names of Saxonie 
and Saxons. Of theſe , the Ang/es or Engliſh-Saxons , after 

that Hengeſt with his Jutes or Gets//-Saxuns and the Saxons (0 

merely named had enterpriſed an Inuaſion beere, fo affe- 

Red habiration.inthis Landethar leauingtheir owne Coun- 

tricin Germanic Deſart, they ſwarmed hither at ſcucrall _ 
wW 
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with ſuch multuous ſupplies that the Byit9nr hence expulſed, 
in the Heptarchis three of the Dividents, that is , thoſe of the 
Northumbres, Mercians , & Eaſt- Angles conſiſted of thoſe Au- 
gles or Engliſh-Saxons : in regard of whoſe ample Provinces, 
and numerous people the other fower were much inferior. 
Vpon which motiue, and for that himſelfe was hence exa&t, 
King Egbert cauſed this Land,as is aforeſaid,ro be called Enz- 
land , not that ithad that nameof Hengeſt , as are lome opi- 

nions. For many,and not to be gainſa1d,are the Hiſtories in- 
creating howtheſe three people,vnder the common name of 
Saxons , before then, and after infeſtious to almoſt the whole 
world, gaue euerie where their aforeſaide diſtinguiſhed 

names to their deviſiue conqueſts : & that of theſe Angles or 
Engliſh-Saxons who(as before) firlt called this Land England, 
were& are the denominations of diuers Countries & Towns 

elſewheare: as of the aforeſaid Countric called angel or 4n- 
£u/4u5,now prouincial toDenmarke, EngerninWeſiphalia,Suent- 

Angly, Anzloen a Towne in Porarr an'a, Engellozim, Ingo/ſladio 

Engelbarg,and Englerute in Germanie, and Angleria in Htalie : 

as heerot by Maſter Cama'n is commendably obſerued and 

ſtudiouſly colle&ed. In this kingdome ofthewreſt Saxons were 

the other fixe States in proceſle of time, as anon ſhal be laid, - 
reduced to a Monarchie: asalſoin theroyall blood thereof, - 
now combyned with that of the Normain , the Scepter inu- 
reth euen vato thisday. Thus of this ftowerth Dominion in - 
this 11-ptarchia : of the other three it now tolloweth, 

The fift was of Northumberland: containing Lanca- 
ſheir, Yorkeſheir , the Biſhoprick of Durham, Cumberland, - 
Weſtimerland, and {o t» Edeaborough; This Signoric was 
inthe beginning deuided into two , that is to ſay, Brew:ia, & 
Diira: this contained from Humber to Tyne, and that from

Thefirſt Chriſtian Prince therof, about Anno 627. was Edwin, 

This Kingdome, intierly and deviſively,continued vnder the 

ſucceſhon of 20. orafter ſome, of 23. Saxon Kings 321.yeeres, 

and afterwards deuiſiuely vndcr Sexens and Danes vnto about 

Azno 954. when Elared King of the weſt-Saxans allo ſubdued 

it co his Kingdome : Mdelred holding then for the Saxons,ond 

Hyrews for the Danes. So , it may ſeeme, fromthe firſt tothe 

lait, thatthis joyntly and ſeuerally, as before , gouerneden- 

dured 40g. yeares. But this Hyrew is ſaid of ſome to bee ap- 

pointed to that gouernment in the raigne of Cans/zs: which 

began long time after, that is, about Anno 1919. 

The fixt was of E/ex, or of the Eaſt-Saxons,containing Eſlex, 
Middleſex, and in it London, atid part of Hertfordſhicr. More 

diffringly and doubringly than ot the other {ixcis it that Au- 

thors ſer downe of the beginning and progreſſeof this Do- 

minion : being for the moſt part but prouinciall, ſometimes 

to Mercia, and ſometimes to Kent, Howbeit thole authori- 
tics that carrie moſt probabilitic write, that the beginning 
thereof was about Anno 614. that the firſt Chriſtian Prince 
there about Anno 603.0r624- was Sebert , the laſt thereraig- 
ning Swthred, the ſucceſſion of Gouernours 17. the yeares of 
continuance 281. and thatthe Subdewer obthe ſame allo to 

the Weſt-Saxons was Egbert, 

T he ſcauenth and greateſt, was of Alercia or the CAidle- 
Angles : including the Shires of Glouceſter , Hereford, 
Worceſter, VVarwicke, Leiceſter, Rutland. Northamp- 
ron, Lincolne, Huntington, Bedford, Buckinghaw,Oxenford, 
Stafford, Salop, Nottingham, Cheſter, and the other part of 


Herrfordſheir, It began about A»zo 626.in the raigne of Cad- 
Ware 
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wane ouer the Felch-Britons,vnder a Saxon called Pende, T he 
fieſt Chriſtian King thereof abour an». 647. was Pende,the laſt 
ofthe Kings there,Ceno{phe. About avn.876.A/uredſubdewed 
it to the Weſt-Saxons : after the continuancethereot vnder'ts. 
Saxon Kings 250. yeeres. Afterwhich the Danes, and laſtly 
Elfl:da a Saxon Princeſle goucrned there , vntill Edward the 
elder about a». 9 17. recouered the ſame againeto the hp. 
Saxons. Adding which latter Rulers and yeares to the for- 
mer were from chefirſt ro the laſt 223. Princes and at theleaſt 
280.yeeres, 


Hus was the progreſle to andinthis Heptarehia : where= 

in if, perhaps, ought be omirred or erred, ler it ſuffice for 
an excuſe that, having ſearched the moſt and beſt Hiſtories 
Eccleſiaſticall and others intreating of theſe matters , hardly 
finde Iheercin a concordance in any two Authors, Alſo 
mach more, of much moment might be heere ſpoken of the 
Srate of things vnder this Heptarchis or ſeauen-fold Domi- 
nion. As of their continued ciuill warres amongſt them- 
(clues : often fights with the iauaſiue D.oves: their perſecuting 
of the Chriſtians heere whilſt themſelues were Pagans : their 
rare ſanCtitie when they were Chriſtians : their edifying and 
ſumptuous Eretions of all our chiefe Minſters, Monaſteries, 
and Monuments : wherein was more than done by one of 
thole pettite Princes,or,perhaps,by ſometheir Subics,than 
by any of all,or (two or three excepted) by all together of our 
blowing Monarkes . Burt of thele onely thus: haſtenwe to 
our purpoled proſecution of State-marrers, mainer and of 
more note, 

Hauing thus, briefly and diuiſiuely ſpoken of this (clfe- 
ſhouldering Heptarchia , or ſeauen Sexon Principates at one 
time and of longtime on foote in this Land after the expul- 
lion ofthe Britons into Wales , and of the ſeucrall incorpora- 
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ting by degrees,of all by the #eſt-Saxonrinto one Monarchie 
called England, not impertinently it enſueth to be ſaid how 
King Alured , of ſomecalled Alfred, diuidedthe Lande into 
bounded parts,Saxonly called (hyres,Engliſhly ſhares,which 
about ann.1016.were numbred onely 32. But,aſter the Evic- 
tion from the Scots of thoſe Countries which we now call the 
Bifnopricke of Durham, Lancaſhire, Northumberland, Weſt- 
merland, and Cumberland, and the like diviſion of them , as 
allo of wwes,the number of Shires increaſed ro 49. TI he Shi- 
res alſo _Alurcd divided into Hundreds and Tythings or Bos 
cres, in ſome part ofthe land termed Wappentakes and La- 
thes : touching which,as firſt whence theſe termes were foun- 
ded, why thele Deuiſtons and Subdeuifions were inſtituted, 
and whart, tor the publike Pollicie , was the ſcuerall Practiſe 
within everic of them, my Referment ofthe vnread in our La» 
wes is,among(t others, to Maſter Lambards Treatile of the 
Duetics of Conſtables, and Maſter Camdens atorelaid Britan- 
nia: either of which ſignificantly cnough touch vpon theſe 
matters : onely I addethis note, that the like preuentions of 
Miſchicfes andeffeCting of publike peace and prefit , as when 
thelc Ereftions were practiue in their created Natures, may, 
in our times be rather wiſhed than any wiſe hoped for. Ne- 
verthelefle hence may groundly be ſaid derived our beſt and 
ſtill experienced Method wherein we now execute lawes 8& 
diſpatch, with leſſer intricacie, the Collections and buſineſſes 
for the Weale-publike. 


IN choſe daies inthis Land,(then conſfifting,as we have ſaid, 

but of 32. Shires ) wasa triple difference and praQtile of La- 
wes,CalledWeſt-Saxenlage,Merchen-lage, and Danc-lage : pecu- 
liar in times then by-paſſed to the betorediſtinguiſhed Meere 
Saxons, Angles or Engliſh-Saxons. & to the Dancs : who of 
the 32.5hires had formally inuaded fitteene. As for the /ut/ſh- 


SAXOMS 
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Saxons they held onely Kent and the Ifle of ieht, and had, as 
may be collected, lawes in ſome things difterene from the 
other Saxons: Concerning which three Lawes more ſhall be 
ſaid hereafter. 

Alfo about thoſetimes were ordained Iudges,becauſe of 
their Circuites called /rinerantes, ſuch in effet as now arcour 
ludges of Aſſiſes, Likewiſein euery Shire of the Noblier and 
of chicfe note was a yeerely choiſe of a Shire-Recue , whom 
we now call a Shiriffe: in thoſe daies within his deuifion of 
no lefle authoritie than a prouinciall Vicar or Vicegerent. 
To conclude this relation, much of high importance, by tra- 
dition from thoſe times,continueth the like or but little diffe- 
reat practiſe in our preſent Pollicie : wherein alſoreſts are- 
maine of diuers Lawes and Cuſtomes,yetcurrant heere,deri- 
ued fromthe Denes : who ( as ſhall be now digeſted )during 
the precedent Heptarchia torewarded , and in this ſucceeding 
Monarchicfinicheda next and new alteration inthe State of 
England. 


Bout a». 737, Brithrick then raigning ouer the e/t- 

Saxons, ( tor our accounts of times (hall now followe 
that predominant Kingdome) the Danes firſt entred this 
Lande: whence by the S«xon Princes, concurring in armes, 
they werevaliantly for that time auoided. Abour ar.80$.in 
theRaigne of Egbert with a much greater power they ſecon- 
ly arriued heere, ſpoiling Kext & the I{le of Sheppie. Whom, 
albeit the King vigorioully withſtood, yet they being then 
victorious, forceably helde themſelues in greater or fewer 
numbers in one or other place in the Land, by the ſpace of 
about 200. yceres after: to the extreame perſecution ofthe 
Engliſh. In which circuit of times, albcit-the Danes were 
often brought vnder by the Saxons , yet through conti- 


aucd ſupplies of their owne nation , conuerſings, intermar» 
rages, 
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riages , and confederacies with Ours they grew ſo audatious, 

broodious and powertull in England that, about ann. 863.in 

the raigne of King Erbelared ( Osbright and Ella, ewo his Tri- 

butaries then gouerning the Northwmbers)they, who hitherto 

had had notictled Dominion here, but had roomed abour, 

withour pittie pyllaging and diſpeopling by ſea andſhore,ha- 

ving firſt in bartle ſlaine the ſaid twopettite Kings, poſſeſſed 
themiclues intierly of that kingdome of Nerthumber land and 
of the Citie of Yorke: which they h<1d by the ſpace of 60. 

yeeres after : and in ſhort time following alſo ſubdued and 
{laughtered Edmond King of the Eaft-_Angles, and Burdred 
King of Mercia: holding alſo for awhile that Prouince, and 
perleuering in many Pagaine crueſties : vntill about ann.884. 
that the aforeſaid Alared, then King ofthe moſt part of that 
which is now Englend,after many battailes,not one!y recoue- 
red from them much ot their former Conqueſts , bur exiled 
hence whoſocuer of them refuſed to be chriſtened:the rc{idue 
with Guthor or Gormond their Prince recciuing Baptiſme , re- 
tained as Tributaries ( with cther peeces) the dominions of 
N orthumberlandand Exſft-_Anglia. 

By theſe partly, bur chiefly by the returne ofthe Danes as 
before exiled , newe but bootlefle atrempts were eftloones 
practiſed againſt this Land. Edwardſurnamed the Elder,ſuc- 
cceding A/ured his father , about any. 910. cuicted from the 
Danes the Prouince of Exft-Anglrat fo that thenremaincd to 
them onely the Dominion of Northumberland. Albcir the 
warlike princes Ade!ſtane and Edmond the two next ſuccee- 
ding Kings ſcuerally had ſundric ouerhands of the Northums 
brian Danes, yet it ieemeth that that principalitic remained 
to them vndiſſolued (as is before touched ) vnto the raigne of 
Elaredthen next ſucceeding: who, about an». 946. ſubduing 
this Regiment, and ioyning it to the reſt of his Empire, Exg- 


land ( as before) dilaccrate and infeſted alwell by the Saxons 
them 
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themſcluesas by the Dares, returnedto aperfe@t Monarchy :.. 
{acontinewing by the ſpace of about5o. yoeres aftee: that is 
during the ſeucrall raignes of Edwyn , Edgar , and Edward, , 
ſurnamed the Martyr :'1n whoſe times the Denes were cither 
uier , or their interpriſes of ſome fewe incurſions quayled. 
inthe raigne of King Egelred ( ofſome called. Etheigred) 
that'next ſucceeded!, newe: forces of Daves , incouraged 
through the ſhallow andeuill carriage ofthe King, alſo inui- 
tedand affiſted by their Countrymen , that of Jong time had 
heerſcarceringly inhabited,allicd themſeclues,and growen'ins 
to one blood wirh ours, and ( whereby they chiefly preuayled) 
bubing trecherous E/frick or Edrick the Engliſh Admirall, at 
ſundry times, and ſometimes with ſeucrall Fleetes & forces at 
one ſcltelame time in fundric places,failedaboutand inuaded 
the Land, burning & doing moſtinhumane execution wher- 
{ocuer and vpon' whemſocuer they were victorious. Info 
much that the King,in theſe extremitics not knowing whom 
totruſt nor what tortrie, aker he hadfiue ſeuerall times with: 
great ſummes, all amounting to 113000. pounds bought his 
peace of his enimies,and neuerthelefle found them ſtill armed 
againſt the Land & of pray or pay inſatiable,he yeeldedlaſtly 
to the payment of ayeerely Tribute : increaſed in ſhort ſpace 
from tenne to fortie, or ( as hauc ſome) to 48000, pounds? 
which many yeeres after,by the name of Naze-gelr, was leuied 
of the EngliſhSubieRs. The payment whereot was afterwards 
continuedtothe Daze-Kings, remitted by Edward the Con- 
feſſor,renewed by 4#14/;zam the Conqueror , and vtterly relea- 
ſed by Henrythe firſt. 

This Daze-gelt was in the beginning , beforethe imploy- 
ment thereotfor the payment of the aforelaid Tribute,an im- 
poſition of twelue pence vpon every Hide, that is , ewemtic 
acres of land, throughout Emg/and;to be then expendedonly 
vpon continued foxcesagainlt the ſudden Inuaſions,Pillages,

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and Inſolences herepf the then-incorrigible Daves: butafter- 
wards,vntill (as beforc)releaſed colleted. into the Treaturics: 
ofthe Kings, ©» kf SELDE 
England, by pay ment ofthis Tribute, breathing a while a 
iſerable peace, Ezelredicnt forthſecrear Edidts , that in the- 
Night of Saint B-rcienday in one ſame hower all the Dawes m- 
habitingthroughour the Land ſhould ſuddenly be ſlaughte-: 
red. T hisStratagem was not more priuilicauthorized and pu- 
bliſhed than generally and __ y entertayned and cxecu- 
ted by the Engliſh, that of long time had thirſted their deii- 
veriefromtheintolerable Thraldome of the proude Daves : 
of whom ouer cucric Houſhold Lorded one, awing all in be- 
halfe of the Daniſh-State at hi; Deuotion. Shortly after 
Swano King of Denmarke , inreuengeot ſuch Maſſacre of his 
People, atthree ſcucrall times landing heere three mightic & 
reſolute Armies, and not ſparing whatſocuer by/\word and 
fire might be deſtroyed, laſtly, and eſpecially through therre- 
cherie of the aforeſaid E/fricke the Engliſh Admirall, retur- 
ning ſoprevayled that Ege/red was debclled into XN prmanate, 
and Sw ax poſſefſed himſtife of England. + 
S waxo, dying, left the fucceſſion ofthis Realme to his ſe- 
cand Sonne called Cenwrusor Knout : vpon Whom diſaſterous 
Agtlred, now called out of N prmendie tothe Repofileſſion of 
his Kingdome , vnto his dying day warred.

Some write that himſclfe Edward the Out- 
law then alſo came hither,the King then preferring vnto him, 
which he(a wonder on cither part)retuſed,the preſent Soue- 
raigntie : being, in deede, as ſonneand heire of Tyon-/ide, the 
etdeſt ſonne of the aforeſaid King Egelredto be preferred.But 
howſocuer, neither to him, whome the King ſuruiued,nor to 
Eg his ſaid ſonne,who ſurviucd the king, but hetoan alien 
was Englanddeſtinate. King Edwerd for his holineſſe, fur- 
named the Conteſſor, hauing bleſſedly raigned 23. yeares 
and vpwards, leauing this tranlitorie life, and the ſame Edgar 
Adelinge in Minoritie, _ then appeared what of long 
time had bcene ſecretly firft plotted by Earle Goodwyne_ or 
Godwin, and after his and King Edwards deaths effeted by 
Harold the ſame Goodwynes deſi ſonne: whereof thus is the 
proceſle. 

T his Goodwine, of Engliſh-bloud, and in his life time a ſab- 
ic& of the greateſt pollicie, power, and command in this 
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Land, had by the Daughter of King Canutws the Daney fiue 
Sonnes, mighrie all by his meanes, and by forraine mariages. 
Wherefore Geodwine , after the death of Herdie-Knoxeht the 
lalt of the Dane_-Kings here, who died without iflue, and 
whoſe lite perhaps ſtood in his light (foranintcrelt in the 
Daniſh Title was not vnminded as idle. in the partie-bloud 
of Harold his eldeſt Sonne) propoling a _contriuall of the 
Crowne into his Houle, had per{waded (and that ealily) the 
vtter Ezetment hence of all the Danes. T his pcrtormed,and 
neucrtheleflc tinding the Eics of the people ( with whome, 
whatfocucr hath bcen at any time counterdritted,a truc title 
in a knowne deſcent hath cucrmore proucd a preuailing or 
chicte Argument) generally fixed on the aforclaid _A{phred 
and Edward the two fonnes of the aforeſaid King Egelred, and 
bretheren of King Edmund Troz-/ide, that from their Fathers 
death had remained, and then were in Normandie_, with an 
outward face therctore of conſent to their Induttion, bur, in 
deed, with an inward Purpoſe ro remoue from his aſpiring 
attempt that impediment, hee imbarqued for Normanaieto 
wafte them into England. But whether there or here or how- 
ſocuer ( whereinare Authors, touching the placc and man- 
ner, diſlonant) currant it is that by his meanes Alphred was 
murthered, and Edward hardly eſcaping his trecherie, was, as 
betore, Crowned, and continued King, and Goodwine for the 
murther aforeſaid baniſhed. Whoatter about foure yeares 
preſcription was not only reuoked home, but the King, ha- 
uingalſo marricd his Daughter, added to his former Great- 
neſle : wherein, and in his former plotting he continued vn- 
till (as 1s ſtoried of him) in maintenance of a falſe-hood, 
touching the murthering of the aforeſaid 4{phred the Kings 
brother, even in the Kings preſence, he cxecrated vpon him- 
{cite a choaking. | Tf 
Gooawine thus dead , asallo King Edward the Conteflor, 
ſpeake 
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ſpeake we how of Harold, that in thedeceaſed Kings fauour 
and continued greatnefle was no whit lefſe,, in popular loue 
and applauſe much more than his tather:on whom reſted the 
Enent of all the former and atter-drittings, and in whom Ni- 
ture, Education,and Art had couched whatſoever might bee 
in a Noblc-man commendable : only his golden thoughts 
would not be worſcr Dioted than with a Diademe. Much was 
itconſulted of the choife of anew King: Edger Adelmge his 
Title was without controuerlic,but his Nonage and forraine 
Education held his Eleftion in ſuſpence. //iam Duke of Nor- 
mandie his claime, by adoption of King Edward & otherwile, 
was neither vnminded nor vnteared, & for the combination 
ofcither Principalitic of many of Ours carneſtly affetted. A 
third that ſtood for the Soucraigntie was the aforeſaid Herold: 
for whom by divers the chicfeotthe Nobilitic (vnto whom 
before time, diſtreſſed, he had beene firme) was alleaged his 
Engli/þ-Birth and Breeding, the neceſlarie Eleftion (forraine 
Armor being then threatned) of a Prince fo pra&t.uely war- 
like: in few, his approued valour and vertues ſuch as Enuie 
it ſelfe could not quarrell. Neither wanted he a Title, ſuch as 
it was(then the rather liſtncd vnto,and ſomwhat fauoured,in 
preuention of the Danes then arming for an here-Inuaſion ) 
that is, that on the Mothers-(ide he was deſcended ofthe Da- 
niſh-bloud-Roiall. But for that hee had formerly vowed the 
Cuſtodic of the Land aftcr the Death of King Edwerd the 
Confeſlor to the vic of Wilkam Duke of Normanare, was had 

a ſcruple. In the meanetime;whileſt this Tripartite EleRtion 
was thus doubtfully handled, with Alexanders ſword was ſun- 
dred Gordians Knot : Herold without expetting what would 

be concluded or tarrying the wonted Ceremonies of a Co- 

ronation , ſuddenly had ſeized the Crowne and exerciſed 

Kingly authoritic. T his vnexpcted peremptorineſſe in him 

amazed and miſliked nota few : but geherally hereupon, ſuch 
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were his alacrious Intertaininents,and vpright Gouernment, 
that where his Dignitie was betore molt contradicted, the 
ſame afterwardsas much contentcd. 

Scarcely was he warme in Regalitic, when Harold ſurna- 
med Harefager King of Norway, or of the Nore- Danes, with 
Toſto an-Enzliſh Arch-Rebel brother of our Harold, with con- 
federate Puifſance invaded this Land : Oucr whome, either 
of the Confederates being then flainein bartell,ovrs through 
the braue Conduct of Hareld obtained a glorious Vittorie: 
when for vnequall diuilion of the mw (in ourdaics alſo 
murmured a tault ) diuers of the Nobilitie became Mal-con. 
rents towards the King : and (o, ſundering, weakned not a 
little the cauſe of Eng/and. For pay ereupon 1 liam 
Duke of Normandie, dilbarking here a multuous and com- 
plcate Armie,and publiſhing — of wrong*,andright of 
Raigne, quarrellc4 Haraldand the Englyh Scepter. 


His !#i;am was the ſeuenth Duke of Normancie : Line- 
ally deſcended from Kol the Armipotent Scythiuwn , on 
whom, vrged by Armcs, Charles ſurnamed the Srmple, King 
of France had beſtowed in marriage his Daughter, .with- the 
2onation of that Duchic to him and his Heires tor cuer. 
This Rollo (who turning Chriſtian was Baptized Kobert ) was 
ſucceeded in that Dukedome by WVi/kam bis Sonne, hee by 
Richard his Sonnehe by Richard the ſecond his Sonne(whole 
ſiſter Emma the aforcfaid King Egelred marrying, had iſſue by 
her theaforclaid Edward the Conteſſor,) T othis Richerd the 
ſecond ſuccecded in that Dukedome Richerd the third his 
Sonne, to him Robert his brother, and to him the aforeſaid 
IWilkem his Baſtard ſfonne : who afterwards ſubduing Englens, 
was ſurnamed the Conqueror. So Emmd,being Aunt to-Ro- 


,bert, William Conquerors Father,the ſame iVikzum and Edward 


the Confeilor, Haro/ds Preregnant were, by the pun ſide, 
olcn 
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Coſen Germainesremoued. By which Conlanguinitic, ſuch 
as it was,asalſo by adoption of the ſaid Edward the Conteflor 
he made his Title torhe Crowne of England. Addingalſo 
precenced reuenge for diuers by-paſled iniurics : that is, for 
the murther of the aforclaid A4/phred his Kinſman, and ot di- 
uers Normaines his attendants, contriucd ( as the Duke quar- 
relled) not withour Haro/dsconlent by Gooawine his Farher : 
tor Harelds repudiating and abuling (as haue ſome) or rather 
(as have others) tor his Recreancie in a marriage contrafted 
betwixt him and //4:ams daughter: tor his perjyrious appro- 
prating to himſclte of the Kingdome, hauing tormerly taken 
an oth not to intermeddle therewithall but rorhe vic of 1il- 
liam : and, with other challenges, for the exile of one Robert a 
Normaine, Arch-Bilhop ot Canterburie, procured, as hee pre- 
tended, by Hareldinthe Raigne of King Edward. T his Bilhop 
Robert (\ca(t inany notableatrempt againſt the Starc ſhould 
bewanting the Conjuration of a Clergie-man) in reuenge of 
hisexile ſo incen(cd the Pope or Popes ( for about that rime 
was not only pluralitic of Popes, and amongſt themſelues 
Schiſmcs, and quicke riddance by poiſoning and vn-Poping 
one of an other, but alſo their firſt audacious arrogating of 
Supremacie Eccleliaſticall and Ciuill ouer Princes,ro the vn- 
quicting of all Nations Chriſtian) this Robert, as I (aid, ſo in- 
cenſed the See of Rome againſt Englandand the houle of Good- 
wine,thatPope Alexander the [econd had (ent vnto Duke !#/il- 

lian an hallowed Banner, conceitcd(ſuch wasand is the blind 
ſuperſtition of Pope-ſeduccd people) ominous to his affected 
expedition and vittorie, 

Omitting the particulars of King #&old5an{were to thoſe 
the Dukes grieuances, the Parcoek was, that by his Sword 
hee would maintaine his Scepter. Whereupon the Duke tas 
king iſſue, was ioyned a vigorious and bloudic Battell:wheres 
ofthe better, a long time, inclined to the Eng//h part,” Vorill 
the 
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the Duke by a pollitike Retreate of his, and by atoo ſecure 
purſute of Ours, that opening their Barrell gaueentrie to the 
aduantagious cnemic, was laitly victorious: and King Harold, 
mot without the note ofa moſt compleate Warrior, amiddeſt 
6665 4. of his (laughtered people, and 6o 1 3. flaine Nor- 
mane, left his like and to the YiRor his Kingdome: when he 
had raigned but nine Moneths and odde dates, and was bu- 
ricd in the Monaſterie of Waltham Holly-Crofle in Eſlex, 
whercof he was Founder. After this great oucrthrow diuers 
of the Enghſb Nobilitic (amongſt whome of chicte accompt 
and Condut were Aorcar and Edwine Earles of Northum- 
berland and Mercia, that ſtomacking, as is betore ſaid,the vn- 
indifferent ſharing of the Nordame_Þ Bootie , had cither not 
at all or not like themſclucs affiſted Harold in the aforeſaid 
battel)conſulting to make head a-new werethercin hindred: 
partly through a ſuperſtitious preſage then poſſeſſing the 
pcople of an incuitablealteration in the Stateto bec purſuant 


(as they fantized) a Commeat that had lately appeared:part- 
ly through the Prelates and the Popes creatures, who know- 
ing his Holineſſe tohold forthe NormaineL, aduilcd no crol(- 
ſing ſo to auoide hiscurling : partly through a ſeuerance in 
mindes about the choiſe of a new King, ſome ſtanding for 
the aforeſaid Edger Adelinge, whileſt Edwime and Aorcar 
pens themſelnes thar dignitic :and laſtly _— we be- 
t 


des all ſuch purpoſes through necefhtie & terror ot the Nor- 
maine,that in this meane time with ſword and hire pierced the 
Land asa perſcucrant Tempeſt. Whcretore,attera generall 
ſubmiſſion of the Exel, was !1i/ham Duke of Normentie_s 
Crowned King of England : who from thence-forth , diſclai- 
ming all other Titles as litigious. interreſſed himſelfe here by 
the only T itle of Conquerour : whereuntothe ſoone altera- 
tion of all thinges in the State to his opinzon had anſwerable 

athnitic. 
T his 
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This hapned in the yeare of Grace 19657. about 2202. 
yeares from Brute : 591. yeares from Hengeſt the Saxon firſt 
raigned1n Kent : 565. yeares from Cerdicxs, that firſt raigned 
ouer the We#-Srxons : and about 129. yeares from the Hep- 
tarchia here reduced intoa Monarchie vnder King Ade/faze . 
And was (omitting the T yrannic and Opprefhon, howbeir 
no perte&t Soucraigntie , where-with-all = Pittes tor many 
yearcs had afflicted the Brizons) the hfth abſolute alteration 
or alicnation vnto Alicns of the Scepter of this Land. To 
wit , firſt tothe Xomarnes: ſecondly, to the CArmoricans, or 
French Britons :thirdly, tothe Saxons : tfourthly,to the Danes : 
and now fithly to the Normaines, Making good this ſaying 
of Seneca, well obſerucd and herein applied by an Author 
betore named : Eft tag, manifeſtum, nthil eodem loco man/iſfe_ 
quo genitumeſt. Aſiduies humani generts diſcurſus eft. Quotidie 
aliquid 1m tam magno Orbe mutatur. Noua vrbium fundaments 
tacuntur. Noua Gen, tum nomina extinetis nominibus prioribus, 
aut in acce/Honem valtutor is connerſis oriuntur. 

On the circumſtances interringtothislaſt ( God graunt it 
thelaſt ) Innouation here I have, contraricto my purpoſcd - 
breuitie, the longer and the rather dwelt, for that vnderit we 
preſently liue and arc proſperouſly gouerned. Of diuersthe 
chiete accidents vnder which State and Gouernement bee it 
now briefly trouched:and firſt ofthe reſtauration ofthe bloud 
Roiall of the Engliſb-Saxons, or Engliſh-men, by Vnion with 
that of the Conquerours.

IWVilkzem. Alſo, for her great Birth, Beaurie, and Vertues, hce 
tooke to wife the ſaid Margaret, Elgars lifter , and had iſſue 
by hertwo Daughters, Maude and Marie :of whom Mande_ 
was in proceſſe of time married vnto Herrie the firſt ſurnamed 
Beauclerke >, King of England, ſucceeding William Rufws his 
Brother that ſucceeded ilhonm Conquerour their Father.

name, Emperour of Almaine : and ſecondly, afterthe Empe- 
rors death, to Geoffrey Plentagenet a Frenchman, Earle of _A1n- 
geow : Of which ſecond marriage proceeded Henrie Plantage- 
xet ſurnamed alſo Fitz-Empreſſe. Hee afterlong warres, and 
the death of Stephen Earle of Boloyne , Sonne of the Earle of 
Bloyesby CAdela, IWilam Conquerours Daughter, whoafter 
the death of Henriethe firſt, viurped the Kingdom againſt the 
ſame Made the Empreſle, and the ſaid Henrie her Sonne,and 
had alſo married the before remcembred Marie the yonger,

Now to wheare weleft at Henry the ſecondor Firz-Em- 
preſſe, wbo befidesthat he was as heire to his mother King of 
England and Duke of Normandie , by his father Earle of Au- 
grow , by his wife Earle of Pojtow and Gayan, andheld other 
greatProvinces in Frawnce , as Gaſcoyne , Brieune, and others, 
was alſo by Conqueſt Lord of /re/andandthe Hrs Orcades, 


& in Scotland aRually poſſeſſed himſelte of giuers Countries, 
Townes and Caſtles, and as King-Paramount there haddone 
vato him for the Scorr5/h Crowge Homage and Fealty, 


Next memorable Accident in this Nermaine Altera- 
tion , which, andthe Proſecution thereof ( Popiſh vſur- 
— , ExaQtions , and Arrogancies, with the civill warres 
etweene the Torkeſt and Lancaſtrians excepted ) chicfly bu- 
fied moſt of the ſucceeding Raignes, wasthe quartcring or 
intermedling of the Armes of England with the Armes of 
Fraunce: with the Addition of Fraunce to the Style of Eng- 
lands Soucraignes,andthat not without Conſent of the chie- 
folt of the then French Nobilitic by King Edwerd the third: 
who claymed the whole Empire of France as his rightfull In- 
heritancez Thatis,as Sonne and heire of Queene 1/abe/{his 
Mother , Syſter and heire of Charles the fourth ofthat name 
King 
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King of Frauzce,Brother and hcire of Phil7p rhe fifth, Brother 
and beite 


of Lewis the cleventh;, Sonne and heire of Phelrp 
the fourth called/c 8x or the Faier , Sonneand heire af Ph/l- 
lip the third. Which third Philip left alſo a ſecond Sonne 
called Charles Prince or Earle of Ysloys, who had left Iſſue 
Philip ofValeys,that afterwards became King of Fraurce. For. 
albeit the aforeſaid three Sonnes of Philip rhe fourth orthe 
Faier, thatis tofay , Lewys , Philip, and Charles, after their Fa- 
thers death ſucceedingly raigning, dicd all chree without 
Iſflue and, whereby , after che opimonand Lawes ofthe Eng- 
liſh , the Crowne of Fraunce ſhoaldhaue deſcended vatothe 
Iſſue and heire ( which was Edeardthe third ) of the ſange //a- 
bellcheir Siſter, daughter, as before, of Philipie Bean the el- 
der of the two ſonnes of Philip the third , the Frenchnowvith- 
ſtanding,in ſupplantation of King Edward, by wreſted colour 
of an old Salicke Law or Cuſtome of theirs which diſabled, 
as they ſuggeſted, women to be capable ofthe inheritance 
of that Kingdome, ſubmitted cthemſelues Subic&s to the a- 
foreſaid Philip of Valoys, Cozzn German , as before, of Philip 
th: fourth or the Faicr, and putby the: right of King Edwzrd. 
Who+therefore warred ſo puillantly and proſperoully vpon 
the ſame Philip of Yaloys, that ( notwithſtanding he was a 
moſt braue _ vigorious Prince, and had Confederates di- 
uers Kings and Princes,of rhom,omitring many other great 
Puteatates, was (laine ia this buſineſſe the King of Boh:me,, 
and Daw king of Scots alſo aſſiſting the French part taken 
Pciſon:r )king Philep himſelfe , after many yeeres war almoſt 
debelled Fraunce, of very Mclancholy died. Whoſe ſonne 
king /ohx, that ſucceeded him in Raigne, valiantly mayntay- 
ned the Warres againſt the Ex2/iſh: but being laſtly in Bartel: 
taxen Priſoner by 1vard ſurnamed the Blacke Prince our 
kings eldeſt ſonar, king Ed#:rd, belide the Receit of great 
Ranſaraes for thetiyo kings of Fraunce and Scotlana'and the 
A yoonzeclt 
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yoongeſt ſonneof Fraunce (being all Priſoners here at one 
time ) abſolutely poſlceſied himfelſe of many great Signories 
incither Kingdome. K ing /obn dead,Cherles the fift hus ſonne 
that ſucceded him inRaigne , withPollicie and Fortune more 
proſperous to Frawnce than in many former yeeres manna- 
ged the Frencb Actions, Howbeit many and honorable were 

e perſcucrant achieuements of the Eng{i/bthere: vntill king 
Edwardand the Prince his Sonne Duke of Aqu/taize, ouer- 
grecuoully raxing their French SubicRs, loſt thereby a ma 
hearts to them formerly conſtant: and laſtly , the Sonne firſ 
and ſhortly after the father, in a ſomwhat declined Forrune, 
left their liues , and to Richard the ſonneok Prince Edward, 
then in nonage, the Crowne of this Land and their forrein 
Conquelſts. 

During the minoritic of this king Richard the lecond of thar 
name,bravcly was it exployted in Fraunce by his Agents, and 
much holden there at his opinion. Butyreres rovany him 
ofablolute Empire , what through his owne obRtinate headi- 
neſſe and miigovernment , and what threwgh the turbulence 
ſeducements of ſeuerall ambitious new vp-ltarts and others 
his fauorits, oppoſing themſclucs againſt,and tyrannizing the 
ancient Nobilitic and weale-publique, Fre#ch expeditions 
were for many yeereslaide a bedde , and England laboured of 
Injuſtice,InſurreRions,and civill armor : vntill laſtly-rhis king 
that rragically raigned,being firſt depoſed(whereof moreinir 
due place ) tragically ended : and was ſucceeded in Raigne by 
Henry the tourth. 

T his Hewry for that he was the firſt, and thatby a then liti- 
gious T itle/as ſhall heerafter be ſaid)rhar out ofthe woonted 
courſe tranſplanted the Crowne inthe Lexcaftrian familye, 
did therefore onely ſo much in the progreſle of this our 
French Title , as ſhewed him to haue eftcRed that which, like+ 


ly, he would haue effected, ifenuicus oppobites to his heere- 
Sour-

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Soueraigntie had not croſſed his therein well begonne de- 
ſignements. But after his deceaſe Hewrie the Ty Sonne 
became in Armes fo tempeſtious to France, that Yeats, widj, 
vici, apted not Ceſar better than this our vitorious Hemrie. 
Who after hee had prevaiked indivers notable Battells, and 
conquered many the chiefe FrenehProuinces, was by Charles 
che ſth, the then-King there, and the greater part of the 
French Peeres proclaimed , which accordingly hee exerciſed, 
to the preſent Regencie ofthe whole Empire of Fraxce : and 
afterthedeath of King Cherles, all the ſame abſolutelyro re- 
maine to King Herrie, and his Heires for euer: the then Dol- 

phine, and whatfocuer this contradidting, to be thence-forth 
both by the Engl and French, as a common foe debelled. 
King Mrriethe fifth, who allo had married Xathermerthe 
faire Daughter,and as haue ſome, heire of the ſaid Charles (for 
in the Birth of the then Polphine was murmured Baſtardie) 
thus eſtabliſhed Regent of France, and the abfolute Crowne 
thercof after the dearh of King Chartes to him decreed , was 
| furuiued by the ſame Charles, whoalfo ſhortly after ended his 
laſt day: whereby the Infant, Sonne of King Henrre the fift, by 
the name of Henriethe (ixth, was King of Engiend,and inter- 
reſſed (as before) in the whole Kingdome of Frence : which 
for many following yeares was gouerned and held his, vnder 

; the honorable and viRorious Regeticie of 79h» Duke of Bed- 

ford, as was likewiſe England vnder the ſucceſſefall & gratious 

ProteRorſhip of Humfrey, called the good Duke of Gioneeſter, 

the yong Kings Vncles : vnder whoſe feuerall d go- 

verntments well proſpered the Enghſh cauſe in either King- 
dome: and this our yong King Henrie the ſixth was trium- 
phantly Crowned and inthronized King of France, evenin- 

Paris, with the applanſe of all, or the moſt of the French 

Peeres apd Nobilitic , mavger the Dolphins then repugnan- 


cle. | | 
Dd But,. 
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But, alas, diſaſtcrous England, that (as before) euen from 
Edward the third had beene in T rauell of Fraxce—, and now 
brought forth her Birth, that is, this happie occaſion, neg- 
le&edand leftit cuen in the Swathingclothes. For the two 
aforeſaid great and good Princes, the Dukes of Glouceſter and 
Bedford,dead, (with whom England: glorie might hauc beenc 
ſaid buried) in England kindled ſuch flames of ciuill diſſenti- 
on, as occupied well-ncare all the following Crownes , and 
vnrill Henrie the Eight could not bee quenched. Whereof 
Frances by degrees opportunely taking aduantage (except a 
few Peeces now allo bereft ys) reconquered there more t 
our former conqueſts : that is, alſo Englands anciently poſle(- 
ſed Inheritances. 

T hus much of England interrefled in France, which ought 
to be vnto vs reall and not, as it is,in figure, It followeth now 
of the before mentioned Ciuill-warres, the breake-necke of 
our ſaid French enterpriſes : taking occaſion from a former 
time, but a&tiue from the aforcſaid Richard theſecond, how- 
beit with ſome intermiſhons: and from henceforth, that is, 
from this Henrie the {1xth, in wholeraigne it revincd, perſeue- 
rentand famous in the two fattious and powerfull Familics, 


Torke and Lancaſter, 


B Efore is touched how King Richard the ſecond for his 
ſelfe-apt, but rather as may be obſerved, by his ſequciue 
miſgouernment(for his borne-Nature,noble,and dcbonaire, 
was t00, much abuſed by yong Councell and Paralites ) be- 
came dilgracious with his Princes and People. Hereupon 
Henrie of Bolingbroke ( ſocalled of his birth-place) Duke of 
Fertford. and thennewly by 1ohn of Gaunt his Fathers death 
Duke of Laxca#er, and Inheritour of many other high Ti- 
Yes (whome wee formerly remembred by the name of King 
Henrie the fourth) aducntured a returne hither from vniuſt 
Baruſh- 
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Banilhment. Where ob(cruing the King ( who was thenin 
trelapd) to be in 0ium with bis SubieRs, andalfoin theman 
aptneſſe toan Innouation, he therefore plorred (perhaps be. 
tore this opportunitie not:conceited)a deriuation tohimlelfe 
of the Kingly Diademe. Ad as cuery thing is done with fa 
cilitic, whereof cuery man doth fantalierhedoing, fo onely 
to beget colour ofa new, ſutkced, at that time todettroy the 
old, and vntill-than indubitate Title. Henrie thethird (after 
whomthis Kichard the ſcoond was the fourth King) lefttwo 
ſonnes: To wit, Eawerdthat after his father was Kingby the 
name of Edward the firſt, and Edmund the firſt Earle and be- 
ginner of the Houſe of Zawca#ey : from whom this Henrie of 
Bolingbroke atternpted the T hrone-Roiall in rheſe deſcents 
following. That1sto fay : rothis Edmund Earle of Lancaſter 
ſucceeded rothat thenEarledome Thomas his Sonne; to him 
Henrie tis Brothcr, or Nephew, and to him-Hewvrie his ſonne, 
whom King E4wardthethird created the firſt Duke of Zarca- 

fter' : To Blanche his _ tcr and Heire deſcended all the 

great Honours and: Hereditaments of her atoreſaid Ance- 
{tors, and ſhee marrying vnto /obn of Gaunt, as before, the . 
tourth Soane of Edirard the third, heein herright became 
Duke of Lancaſter, and had Iſſue betwixtthem the ſame Hen- 
rie of Bolingbroke: Who,'as betore is ſaid, tarthered alfo with 
the Pecres and Peoples diftaſt of rhe faid Richard the ſeconds 
miſgouernment,pretending tor Title the ſaid Edmund(whom 
rhe Dukes fattion for a then-Skill ſurnamed Crooke-backe_; } 

Greart-grandfather tothe ſame Blanche his Mother, to bee the 

elder Sonne of Hernriethe third, and for hisdeformitie to bee 

couinouſly pur beſides the Kingdome , interraprcdthe def- 
cents ofthe faid Edward the firſtar this Richard the ſecond the: 

fourth-inthar Line. 4 

:. Tothis the Dukes Tympanic, the Commons preftly be- 
came Mid-wiucs,neither did theyleaue him vncill laftly they 
Dd z hadi 
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had brought him a bedofa Kingdome: Howbeit after a ber- 
ter Conception. Fot the Duke, hauing thus made an Head, 
he vrged no farther theaforeſad Title trom the ſaid Edmund 
of Lancaſter nor his Deformitie ( which though the ſhallow 
Vulgars, credulcnt of all abſurditics, had ſwallowed for a ve- 
ritic,yet wiſe and conliderate Perſons bad ſearched and knew 
the ſame to bee falſed ) but gaue it out that his meaning was 
only a Reformation in the Weale-publike , thar then, in 
deede, was at a manifeſt miſchiete. For the King was too cre- 
dulent, vncircumſpeR, waltefull, and willfull : his Councel- 
lors and Paraſites baſe, ambitious, coucrous,and cruell : The 
ancient Nobilitic by trecherous Deaths, wreſted Attainders, 
or vniuſt Baniſhment tyrannized : The Commons daily im- 
ueriſhed with ſtrange and vnaccounted-for Exaftions, and 
axes: T he whale Kingdome it ſelfe farmed out, and the 
Farmers thereof fg at their pleaſures : forrain Peeces 
through diſhonorable Compolitions, Briberie , or Cowar- 
dize ſet-over, betraied, or euited. In few, cuery thing was 
then out of rhe right Courſe, and nothing in eucry Eſtate, 
. and Fun&ion , not to bee hatcd or pittied. No wonder then 
that Henric_} of Lancaſter found now an calic Paſſagetothe 
attainement of his Purpoſe, ſecing his Purpole, tending to ſo 
ublike a Benefite,, could not mille of being preferred at all 
_ with Plauſibilitie. T'o be ſhort, King Richard, being 
newly returned out of reland, was forſaken of his feartull and 
inconftant followers, and in Flint Caſtell left diſconſolate. 
T here was hce taken, and afterwards (bcingarticled againſt) 
as aPriſoner held in the Towerof London by Duke Hemrie : 
vnto whom, by an inſtrument penned for the purpoſe,& con- 
firmed by Parliament, wherein he confeſſed his owne weak- 
neſſe, and rhe Dukes worthineſſe for Gouernment, herelſig- 
ned his whole Kingly Title ouer all his Dominions. Beſides 
which,and Richard then adoption of him, the Duke alſo a 
m 


{ 
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med the Crowne by conqueſt, and as next Heire-Male of the 
bloud-roiall to the depoſed King Richard. T hus, by conſene 
alſo of Parliament, was the Scepter tranſpoſed to the Houſe 
of Lancaſter: and laſtly,the depoſed King atter two and twen- 
tie yearcs Raigne, died in priſon a death not naturall, 


M Vch was this diſtraftion of Regalitic from Richard the 
ſecond, enuied by thoſe of his Line and Afﬀinitie : 
wherefore much was attempted againſt King Henrre by often 
Warres,atted and trecheries,preuented: where through ma- 
ny of the Peeres, and other perſons of name by Armour and 
attainders at diuerstimcs periſhed. Laſtly, in pollicie aſwell 
ro occupic and with-draw buſie heads from ſedition here, as 
alſo in France, to ſtrengthen himſelfe by France with a 
Confederacie, intercefſed rhence vnder large offers, and pro- 
fitable conditions, hee transfreted thither an Armie, in the 
quarrell of hn Duke of Burgoyne, againſt Charles Duke of 
Orleance, T he which ciuill difſention betwixt which two 
powerfull FrenchPotentates, chiefly forwarded in proceſſe 

of rimc, the ſubduing ofalmoſtall France vnto England. For 

notwithſtanding that it afterwards hapned that this Duke of 
Orleance, taken by Ours, in battell, was by the ſpaceof 2 5. 

yeares detained priſoner in England, and that that Duke of 
Burgoyne, inan interuicw betwixt him and Cherles the then 

Dolphin , wastrecherouſly (laine » et wasthe ſame inteſtine 

diſcord ſo ſeconded and continued by the ſame Dolphin, and 

Philkp Duke of Burgoyne,allo our Confederate, who ſuccee- 

ded the ſame his murthered Father, as alſo after Philbps 

death, by Duke Charles his Sonne, that all France— was in ef 
fe& Engliſh, before a reconcilement in thoſe faftions. 

King Henrie the fourth in theſeand whatſoener his former 
and fo! lowing expeditions, which were high and many, pro- 
uing cuer-more gloriousand fortunate, and by his attraQtiue 
Dd 3 vertues 
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vertues having laſtly confirmed to him the hearts of all his 
SubicQs, cuen of thoſe who were formerly his enemies,after 
1 3- yearesraigne left this tran(itorie life, and to Hemrie,called 
King Henrie the fifth his moſt vertuouſly-rcformed and vio- 
rious Sonne, vpon whom wee haue formerly rouched,and of 
whom cannot be more, nor ſhould bee leſſe {poken than thar 
he was a Prince abſolutcly valorous and vertuous, rhe ſucce(- 
ſion ofhis Kingdome. He in the Sommer of his age and Har- 
uelt of his glorious French viftories , after nine yearesraigne, 
likewiſe finiſhed in the way of all flcſh + leauing the Crowne 
to King Hemrie the (ixth his Sonne and only iſſue, being then 
an Infant, aged but few daies aboue 8. Moneths. In regard of 
whoſe Minoritic (as before you have heard) the ProteQtor- 
{hip of England was commutted to Humfrey Duke of Glouce- 
fter, and the Regencic of France_ to John Duke of Bedford, 
Vnclesto the Intant King: Andlike as gloriouſly proſpered 
(as, in few, hath beene formerly rouched ) our Engiþ and 
French affaires, vader the ſenerall Raignes of thoſe prece- 
dent two Henries, the firſt Kings here of the Lancaitrian Fa- 
milic,ſoand ſuch was thethrivingprogreſle therein vnto the 
ouer-paſſed vnder-ageof this their Orphant,the third in that 
Line, and the ſixth King here ofthat name, vnderthe ſaid ſe- 
jun& adminiſtrations of thoſe his magnificent Vncles, the 
ProteRor and R egent. 

But Forrune,that had ſo long time fauoured this noble Fa- 
milic , now wrovght it into a long-laſting implicitic of mi(l- 
chicfs: cuen by thoſe chiefly that for bloud & benefits ſhould 
not, and indced, had they foreſcen the ſequell, would not as 
they did, by domeſtick emulations hauc authored opportuni- 
tics for the Torkefts. For it is to bee vnderſtood that 1obn of 
Gaunt, beſides the aforeſaid Henriethe fourth, had alſo three 
Sons, ſurnamed Beaufords, by Katheren Swinford his laſt wife: 
to wit, /ohn who became Duke of Somerſet , Thomas Duke of 

Exceter,, 


Exceter, and Henrie Biſhop of Wincheſter , called the rich Car- 
dinall: and that not vntruly,for hee notonly attained tothac 
dignitic , but through his exceeding wealt _ alſo the 
Popedome. T hele, bur eſpecially this Cardinall,conſpiring 
with William dels Poole Marques,and afterwards Duke of Suf- 
folke>, enuying that any vnder the yong King their Coſen 
ſhould be Superior ro them, after the deceaſc of the faid R c- 
gent /ohn Duke of Bedford, theterrour of France, and gloric 
of England ( whoſe powertulneſſe combined with that ofhis 
Brothers Duke Humfrey the Proteftor, and the Commons 
generall applauſe of them both had hitherto awed) pitched 
their Tew to intangle the ſame Proteftor, his Conntries ſur- 
viuing Father, and imparriall Iuſticer againſt whomſoeuer of 
—_ enormities,cuenofthe Ambition and Auariceof 
thoſe rowring Beawfords. Who therefore, firſt afliting him 
in his by Eccleſiaſticall cenſures ſuborned, and tothe vtrer- 
moſt executed euen againſt his beloued Dacheſe, laſtly at a 
Parliament for thar ſe conuented atBurie himſelfe 
Prince,in his owne conſcience guiltleſſe,and therefore ſecure, 
was ſuddenly areſted asa T raitor, and without examination, 
accuſation , or anſwereimpriſoned , and the very next mor- 
ning found murthered in his bed. 

This Noble Prince and watchfull Scer for his King and 
Countrie thus dead, all things reſted then at the deuotion of 
his enemies, and nothing not out-of-joint inthe Weale-pub- 
lique. For the King (who ſtudied only his ſoules health,and 
than whom for pietic,patience,contempt of the world,meck- 
neſſe, and morrified affetions could notliue a better Crea- 
thre : and therefore, howſoeuer of a King,not vnworthy the 
nameofa Saint(which long timeafter his death had bin pro- 
cured by King Henrie the ſeuenth,had not the Pope rated the 
mening of a Kingat toodeare a reckoning) the King, as 1 
faid, after his full paging by Queene —_ 
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his wife : who, being borne French, lo pliantly therefore at 
ſometimes aduanced the thinges of France, and atall times 
ſo infirmely reſilted, that after a few yeares, not for want of 
good Captaines there, but good Councell here , nothing 
thereof belides Calle and it bounds remained Engl/h:where- 
vnto the then diſcord amongſt our Nobiltie alſo aftcrred op- 
portunities. Moreouerthe Queene, ſoorhed by her fauou- 
rites the Dukes of Somerſet and Suffolke,did ſprightly and da- 
ringly whatſocuer either her-ſelte ralhly fantiſed, or they 
aduilcd in the adminiſtration of England, that was now at too 
much leiſure for inteſtine and ciuill difſention. For the aforc- 
faid intermitted controuerlie concerning the Crowne, foun- 
ded from Edward the firſt , and Edmund Creoke-backe the firſt 
Earle of Zaeafter, the two Sonnes of Henriethethird , that 
had hadaQtion betwixt their two families from thedepoling, 
as before of King Richard the ſecond by Herrie of Lancaſter, 
him ſucceeding by the name of Henricthe fourth,in cffetqdu- 
ring the whole Raigne of the fame Henrie, asalfo part of Hen- 
ries the fifth now reuiued : and hence-forth turbulently and 
T ragically proceeded vnder the two diſtinguiſhed names of 
the Fattions of Torke and Lancaſter. 

Richard Plantagenet Duke of Yorke, of high Conlanguinitic 
and great Alliance, the then Fauourite of the eurbed No- 
bilitie and diſcontented Commons , whome formerly the 
Dukeof Somer/ettouching the Regencie of France, and 0- 
thcrwiſe had croſled, betwixt whome therefore and their Fa- 
Rorshyd increaſed grudge and rancorous. Heart-burnings, 
now entertaining Occaſion, had ſecretly giuen and procured 
to be giuen out hopetull ſpeeches of a Reformation by his 
proui.1ons.in the then thirſtleſſe Gouernement : alſo not for- 
getting by the way topreferre , amongſt his pripate' Friends 
openly, and the Vulgatscloudiouſly, his Title tothe King- 
dome. Which Title, hederiving inthe Line from King Ed- 

| | ard 
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ward the firſt, with thoſe of his fation paſſed nant, 
and the two formers and this preſent Raignes of the Lancs- 
ftrians (who torthemaniteſt vntroth thereot;had waned their 
claime to the Crowne from Edmund Crooke-backe >, and in 
the other Line;thar is,of Edward the firſt, were deſcended, bur 
from John of Gaunt the fourth Sonne of King Edward the 
third) were, notwithſtanding any Relignation;; Adoption, 
Conqueſt, Poſſcthon, or Pretexts wharſocuerrepured butin- 
truſiue V ſurpations vpon the Anceſtors of the ſame Duke of 
Yorke, and vpon himſelte now thardemanded from the third 
Sonne ofthe ſame King Edwerdthe third. How therefore the 
Crowne-rightof the Houſe of Eaweydrhe firſt, Inueſted in 
the Familic of Torke_, and from whom they claimed, and in 
whom their claime cfteted, it here followeth. 

Tothe ſame King Edwardthe firſt inherited his ſonne King 
E tward the ſecond, to him his ſonae King Edwerdthe third, 
to him King &ichardthe ſecond, the ſole Iffue of his cldeſt 
Sonne Edward Prince of ales : which Richard, as alſo Edward 
the thirds ſecond ſonne 1/i{am of Hatfield, being either of 
them dead without ifſuc, the right of Raigne ofthis Line re= 
uerted to the houſe of the third Sonne of the fame. Eaward 
the third, that is, of Lionel Plantagenet Duke of Clarence—: 
whoſe Daughter and ſole iſſuc and Heire Philhp married vnto 
Edmund, or aftcr ſome , Roger Mortimer, Eazleof Mach, 
had Iſſue by him Roger, alſo Earle of March: heebad Tffue 
Anne Mortimer his eldeſt Daughter, and furuiving Heire 
after Pafle Edmund her Brother, who died witkouriifſue » 
this Anne Mortimer by Richir4 Plantagenet her'Hoſbahd, 
Earle of Coambridee—, " fore Sonne, and laſtly Heireof £4- 
mund of Langley Duke ofTorke, the fifth Sorihe of Edward the 
third, had Ifſuc this Richard Plantagenet Duke of Torke: who 
by the aforeſaid Title from the ſame Amnehis'Mother;as be- 
tore, Heirc ofthe houle of Clarence, after ſome bloudic _ 
Wi 
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with diverschangeof Fortune, atthe laſt in open Parliament 
aſcending the T hrone-Roiall, made demand of the Kingdom 
for the houſe of Yorke : which was then yeclded to be his and 
His Heircs after the deceaſe of King Hexrie the ſixth then 
raigning, But ſuch werethe ſtratagemes and warres proſecu- 
ted againſt hum by CAwgearea King Henries magnanimious 
Qucene, thar laſtly hee periſhed in a ſore-foughten battell : 
Whereupan his eldeſt Sonne Edward Earle of March fo vigo- 
riouſly ſeconded his Fathers claime, that hee depoſed Kin 
Henrie}, andafter much trouble and many barrells palleſſed 
the Crowne by thename of King Edwardthe fourth. 

Not long while after the mirrour of religious meckeneſle 
Henrie the (yxth,depoled and impriſoned, was by bloudie &- 
chard Duke of Glouceſter , the preuailing Kings Brother , di- 
ſpatched hence to the bleſſed Soule of yong Prince Edward, 
the ſame King Henries once only Child, allo formerly vnbo- 
died by that T yrantGloxce#er.T hus was the Raigne of this 
Land reduced againe to the Line of Edward the firſt, now, 
asyec hauc heard, by inter-Marriage with the Heize of Cla- 
rence, incorporated into the houſe of Torke,afterit had inured 
with three applauſed Zanceſtrian Kings, of the Line of Eg- 
mund Crooke-backe, by the ſpace of about 62. yeares. 


'$ this Houſe of Yorke raigned , and that not without ' 
much trouble, only two Kings. For yong Edward the 
fifth,the elder ofthe two fonnes ot the deceaſed King Edward 
the fourth, neucr crowned,but, vntimely, with &icher4Duke 
of Terke, his Brother,m by the procurement 
of the aforeſaid Richard Duke of Glouceſter , theirdegenerate 
Vncle, hath only a number in the Catalogue of our Kings: 
T he latter King therefore of the two Crowned Yorke/ts was 
this Richard Duke of Glowceſter, called —_—_ the third : 
A mok faithleſſe Vſurper, and bloud-inſatiate gy of 
wnaOom

whom to bedeliuered,to God-wards orthe Deuil,were wan- 
ting neither Praiers nor Curſes. This God-left-man hauing 
by exquiſite hypocriſic , numerous andexecrable Murthers, 
(wherein hee neither ſpared the other nor his owne Linage, 
nor whomſocuerelſe hecany whit ſuſpeed to bee neuer (0 
little in oppoſition with his aſpiring) opened vnto himſelfe 
way to the Kingdome, raigned with like continued tyrannie. 
In {o much that of the Nobilitie many fledde the Land, moſt 
the Court , and all tudicd better times and their owne fate» 
tics. 

Rencrent. Morten Bilhop of Ey,conſulted of the Duke of 
Buckingham (in whole houſe the Bithop wasthen priſoner ) 
not only how a riddance might be ofthe miſchicuoustyranr,, 
but alſo of an Vnion to bee contriued betweene the two liti- 
gious Families of Torke and Lancaſter, had by his great wiſe- 
dom,and the Dukes forwardneſfe,fo broken the yic tocither 
enterpriſe, that, to haue cfletedthe ſame, the Duke was ſo- 
luddenly vp in Armes, thatthe King had hardly time to cob 
le&an Armie. Burtthe Duke., caſually looſing that iqurney 
and thereby his head, his, and.the Bilhogs plar was-neuerthe- 
leſſe proſecutedin a firmeand ſtrong Confederacie. Which 
was, that Henrie Twder Earle of &ichmond, ſonneand-heire of 
Edmund Earle of Richmondand Margaret his Wie, Daughter 
and hcire of /obn Duke of Somerſet ,, Sonneand heire of. John 
Earle of Somerſet, the Tecond Sonne of lobn of Gaunt Duke of 
Lancaſter , ſhould , as the thenindubitate heire inthe Zance- 


ſirian Line of Henriethe (ixth, thelaſt-King and Heire of the 


then-failing Houſe of Hemriethe fourth, the firſt ſonne of the: 
fame 1obn of Gawnt, put downethe V ſurper, .vnder-takethe 
Scepter, and eſpouſe Elizabeth King Edward the fourths el- 
deſt daughter,the then indubicate heire ofthe houſc of 7 orte. 
For which marriage by him,& ſuppliments to him to be per- 
formed, ſecret ContraRts and Othesonall parts had palled.

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Of this plotting (which toucht him tothe very quicke ) 
whenthe T yrant had notice, never had his wits becne more 
laboured than they now wereabourt this bulincſle. Whertore 
aſwell to ſupplant his Competitor, and fruſtrate the conſpi- 
racie, asalſo topatch + 1 his broken Title with an inccſtuous 
marriage, and further eftulion ot Innocent bloud, by ſmooth 
prerexts he alluredout of Sanuarie his hue Neeces, Daugh- 
ters of the deceaſed King his naturall Brother : who with the 
Queene-Mother,to auoide his tyrannie, had of long time pri- 
uiledged themſelues there : whence alſo romurther them, as 
heedid, hee had formerly praQtifed the rwo yong Princes his 
Nephewes. Oftheſe Ladics he prepoſed Elizabeth his cldeſt 
Neeceto his of her abhorred bedde, and thc others to their 
vntimely buriall. But this to effe& was requiſite that his 
Queenethen alivewere,howſocuer, hirſt dead. Which aft in 
the T ragedie when'himſelfe had ſhortly and teately perfor- 
med, in the inter medium betwixt that paſled and the next at 


purpoſed, wherein the Prieſt in the play ſhould hauec celebra- 
u 


ted the mrtended Marriage, was ſuch interruption by the 
Prieſt out of the play,that the tragedie proceedcd altogether 
croſle to the firſt Authors invention. For Biſhop Mortons 
continued plot was now ſo hotly on foote, aſwell beyond the 
Seasas'in England, that no jiffre remainedthe King for his 
formall courting of ſo contrariousa Ladie, or the coucrt di- 
ſpatch ofherdeath-behighted ſiſters: himſelfealſo reckoning 
it to be as far from pollicie as pictie, then to perpetrate ought 
whercby to become more odious, when his downefall being 
in ſo dangerous achace, it ſtood him vpon to honeſt his a- 
&ions. Whereforeit ſufficed him for then that he had pot- 
ten into hizpower his five Neeces : deferring his determined 
Marriagcof the Eldeſt, and Murther of others, vnto further 

and more f:tting opportunities, 
Alſo the Laric of Richmond himſelte, who in his Child- 
hood 
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hood at the latter depoling of Henriethe fixth,had been con- 
ucicd into Britaime,and was there vntill chen,notwithſtanding 
much labourcd thence, ſecured againſt the Heerc-ragning 
Yorkeſts (the good Duke in his (ickneſle abuſcd therein by 
one vnder him in chicke Office) very narrowly auoided King 
Richards ſmooth-fpoken Orators,and large Briberic. But the 
Earle intelligenced from Biſhop Morton, then in Flanders, of 
chat praQtiſc againſt him, ſecretly and ſpecdily eſcaped thence 
into France: whence, to bee (hort, after many dithculties, 
with a thinne power hc arriyedin England, was afliſted of his 
Friends, encountred his Enemies ( which in Heart were but 
tew)and ſlew in batrell che vſurping T yrant: whoſerare vali- 
antacſle, wit, and polhcie, wipated , hadprocreared vnto 
hunſelte and others extraordinarie and prodigious Ifſues, 
Wherin is neuertheleſſe to be obſerued the vnicrutable pro- 
uidence of the Almightie, who,when it ſo plcaſerh him, eucn 
from moſt bad Cauſes produceth moſt good EffeQts. For had 
not this T yrant ( though farre-off from conceitingany ſuch 
happic Eyent tothe Weale-publike) made riddance of ſo ma- 
ny in cither of the then fatious families, that might, and, no 
doubt, in their turnes would powerfully haue beene Com- 
pctitors ofthe Soueraigntie, where through aptly, furuiucd 
an indubirate Heire-Male of the one houſe, and an indybitate 
Heire-Female ofthe other, either of them Fry 09% and 
ncither ofthem married : and bad he not raigned ſo odiouſly 
thar the two fatious houſes, ſundring in allthings elſe, of ne- * 
ceflitic concurred to ſuppreſſe him cheir common Enemie, 
the ſo bloudie and inued ciuill warres had ſtill hued 

an Hydra: whereunto the then ſtudied Vnion by this oppor- 

tune Marriage plotted, and afterwardseffeted, was thence- 
forth (and for cucr may it ſo be). an Hercules. 
King Kicherd the third the V ſurper,as before ſlaine, Henrie 

Tuder Earle of Richmond, was preſently crowned King by the 

name 
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name of Hemrietheſcuenth : who afterwards, as was precon- 
trated, taking to wife the aforeſaid Elizabeth Plantagener,the 
cldeF#Davughrer of Edward the fourth, he of Lancaſter, & [hee 
of Torke, the immediate Heires, the ciuill wars famous in the 
Factions of thoſe two Families , which-from Rrchard the (e- 
cond vntillthen; & the more part of this Fenrierhe ſcuenths 
Raigne, through ſundxc tumultuous counterfeits at ſcucral] 
times ſubborncd by ſome enuious Yorkeſts, had raged aboue 
foure-ſcore yeares, bappily ceaſed. Berween which Factions 
had beene foughten (ixreen or ſeuentcen pitched barrels,and 
aboutthar quarrell had at times periſhed eight or nine Kings 
and Kings Sonnes, beſides ( not reckoning vnder-degrees of 
Nobilitie, and Gentrie) aboue fortic Dukes, Marq aſs, and 
Farles, and of the Commons , as is compurated, tbouc two 
hundreththouſand.. Ma 

Of thishappic Vnion of thofe two Houſes, beſides tws 
Davghters, the one married'into Scotland, and the otherimto 
France, and thence backe againe into England, of citherof 
whome pteſthtly remaincth a right Noble and broodious 
Poſtetitie, proceeded the ViRorious King, King HenrieL the 
cight, of either Houſe theindubitate Heire. 

He(atid firſt ofall Kings Chriſtian lic) aboliſhed the long 
timevſarped Supremacie ofthe Bifhops of Reme, With ther 
excefſine/pillings:indexattions hence > whereby from time 
_ totimethey had impoueriſhed the Realme.' Alſo theabuſed 
& Toſtice-hindringimmuniries of thearrogant Popiſh Clarks 
and idle Monaſticks : the-waywardpppcale of one of which 
from their naturall Princes to the Seciof Rome ſufficed (wher- 
of had beene too often Experienec): tv the vnquiering 'of a 
whole Kingdome. And , that by taking away the cauſe the 
effe& might ceaſe, hedeinoliſhed and ſupprefled'Abbies and 
Monaſteries appointing compctent-Penſions to the Surui- 
uors of theit, ſonic of them hyppocriticalt, and all of them

vnprofitable Recluſes : whoſe Perſons, purſes, and poſſcſi- 
ons, eſtimared a third part of E had formerly beencin 


effct,cxempred all Seruices and Contributions in the weale- 


ublike. Religion in the then-erred Dofrine thereof in much 
bh reformed to the authentike ſenſe, and only warrantie of 
the ſacred Scriprures. Church diſcipline and onics,he 
alſo in many things cleanſed from Superſtitions, conformin 
the ſameto the Patterne of and praftile in the Primitiue _ 
truc Apoſtolicall Church. Many of his Noble, Zclous, and 
abuſed Predeceſſors and Progenitors, Kings of this Land,had 
often and rms > by Lawes and otherwiſe, atrempred the 
like aboliſhing, retorming, and conforming in the premiſles. 
But ſo had cultome and thecorrupting Romilh pollicie, pro« 
uided forthe Obſtinacie and Illitterature of the ſhallow peo- 
ple, and plauſibly deluded their prejudicate Senſes, that 
theretofore their Popes, not their Princes, had ever-more 
preuailed : as by our Hiſtories may be too plentiouſly therc- 
of colleted. 

Wharſocuer by this death-preuented King theFatherin 
Religion and Church-rites remained vnreformed, was by his 
bleſſed Sonne King Eawerd the ſixth happily perfeted. Bur 

more abſolutel w, his world-admired Daughter Eliza- 
beth , her now moſt Gracious and Sacred Majcſtie : 
vnto whoſe Highneſle, I beſcech the Almigh- 
tic to vouchſafe longand like rcligious and 
proſperous, as her paſſed and pre-
